At the weekly luncheon meeting of 
the Newton Rotary Club last Monday, 
the librarian of the Newton Free Li- 
brary. Julius Lucht, spoke of the work 
of the library In this community. Com- 
paring library service with other pub- 
lic utilities, the speaker said that ap- 
parently library hooks went into al- 
most as many homes as did water, 
gas and electricity. In Newton, more 
than 25,000 men, women, and children 
now have library cards. In checking 
up the members of the local Rotary 
Club, it was found that more than 
half were card-holders and a large ma- 
jority of the others were represented 
in the library files by some member 
of their families. Newton stands 
among the first four or five in the 
whole country of medium-sized cities 
in the high percentage of circulation 
of books. Although it is thirteenth in 
population In the state, it is fourth in 
the number of books circulated, being 
surpassed only by Boston, Springfield 
and Worcester. Nearly 700,000 books 
were issued for home use in 1930, and 
if the present rate of increase contin- 
ues it may well go close to 800,000 
this year, which would be 12 per cap- 
ita. Everywhere unemployment is 
greatly adding to the use made of li- 
braries and in industrial cities the 
increase is even greater than in res- 
idential suburbs. 

The speaker showed bow Newton 
lind from an early day given some sort 
of library service to its various vil- 
lages, thus sowing the seed for the 
well-developed branch system of to- 
day. Especially proud should we be 
of the four splendid new branch build- 
ings for which a quarter of a million 
dollars was raised by local efforts in 
five years. No other city lias done 
anything like this In this particular 
way. 

Mention was made of the manage- 
ment of the library by a board of five 
trustees appointed by the Mayor, of 
how the staff of fifty people were kept 
busy in handling the 160,000 books en 
trusted to them and making them 
useful to the readers. Of particular 
Interest was the narration of the vari 
ous means employed in selecting the 
new books. In a metropolitan district 
the newest books are promptly avail- 
able for inspection even before the 
formal publication day, and in this 
way the library can be up-to-date in 
its selection. Newton people are keen 
readers and almost daily ask to have 
books reserved for them that are not 
yet off the press. The Book Review 
Club of Greater Boston, an organiza- 
tion of librarians, which meets week- 
ly, is a great aid in evaluating the 
new fiction. 

Where there is too limited a demand 
for certain books, the library does 
not purchase but frequently manages 
to borrow from a larger library like 
that of Boston. In turn, the local li- 
brary lends many hundreds of books 
to its smaller neighbors. 

In referring to censorship, Mr. 
Lucht said that in choosing for grown- 
ups, it was the policy of the library 
to use considerable liberality, making 
allowance for a wide latitude in taste. 
In the case of children’s reading, es- 
pecial care is taken by a wise chil- 
dren’s librarian to train boys and girls 
in the best habits of reading and give 
them only the really worthwhile. The 
story hours in the schools, paid for 
out of a trust fund and from the gifts 
of various clubs, have for their pur- 
pose the stimulation of interest in the 
best of juvenile literature, and inci- 
dentally they are the means of bring- 
ing school and library closer together. 

Referring to the financial side, al- 
though the city lias been generous in 
its library support, not nearly so much 
could have been accomplished had it 
not been for the various trust funds. 
The founders were generous in creat- 
ing these funds but only a few have 
been added since. As the work of the 
institution grows, its demunds are 
greater than the city usually can pro- 
vide for and supplementary gifts are 
necessary lor the highest accomplish- 
ment.

Next Sunday. October 4. at 4:30 p. 
in. the Immanuel Baptist Church will 
dedicate its new organ at a special 
service to which all friends are in 
vlted. The installation of the new in 
strument necessitated important 
changes in the church, amounting al- 
most to a rebuilding of the apse, 
beautiful screen, covering the face of 
the organ, has been united with a fine 
new baptistry, while the robing rooms 
and the pastor’s study in the rear are 
entirely rearranged. 

Such changes lead one to review 
with fresh interest the history of the 
church structure. Designed in 1884 by 
one of America’s most eminent arch 
itectB, Henry Hobson Richardson, the 
c reator of Trinity Church in Boston 
the Newton church has always held 
a worthy place not only among the 
buildings of that period but also 
among the wealth of Gothic and Col 
onial revivals in the church architec- 
ture of today. 

The building was inspired by the 
so-called “central” type of church of 
Central and Southern France of the 
12th century. It is essentially Ro- 
manesque. The plan presents a Latin 
cross with nave, transepts, and apse 
grouped about a central tower, with 
an "ahsidiole” or secondary apse in 
the angle between the right transept 
and the apse proper. Both in plan 
and in elevation the church is nota- 
ble for its compactness, dignity, ex- 
cellence of proportion and spacious 
simplicity. 

Lack of funds have prevented the 
completion of details according to the 
vision of the architect. Thus on the 
exterior, the great cylindrical mould- 
ings of the entrance arch are still un 
decorated: ponderous blocks of stone 
take the place of yet uncut capitals, 
mouldings, friezes and flnials, where 
imagination must supply the beauty of 
imagery dreamed by the architect. 

In the interior, the church has the 
honor of being the first Baptist church 
in which the baptistry was planned 
as a distinct architectural feature, not 
as a mere tank to be boarded over 
when not in use. If the former bap- 
tistry with its hangings of velours cur- 
tains held such a distinction, how 
much more worthy of attention is the 
new structure in its architectural fit- 
ness and beauty. Mr. George K. New- 
ton has planned the new organ screen 
and baptistry in the very spirit of Mr. 
Richardson’s finest manner and in 
complete harmony with the arehitec- 
tim of the church. The round a rah 
of the baptistry vault echoes the mas- 
sive entrance doorway; the larger di 
visions of the organ screen repeat the 
triple openings of the transepts. De 
tails follow the decoration of Mr. Rich- 
ardson. The acanthus leaf borders, 
twisted colonnettes, crosses, rosettes, 
interlacing circles are all character- 
istic of tlu- Byzantine-Romanesque 
type of ornament and are repeated 
elsewhere in the church. The new or- 
gan-screen and baptistry together 
with the seats and panelled screens 
of the choir enhance in exquisite ap- 
propriateness the simple dignity of the 
architecture as a whole. 

To this richness of ecclesiastical 
furnishing is now added the beauty — 
greater than ever before — of organ 
music. The organ is a product of 
Hook and Hastings, organ builders for 
over a century, and represents the lat- 
est expression of mechanical ingen- 
uity. both in the body of the organ 
chambers and in the console, which 
provides the organist with every 
means for the control of the instru- 
ment. The consequent tonal effects, 
filling the church from apse to en- 
trance. are varied, mellow, and very 
satisfying. 

Mr. Leland A. Arnold, organist of 
Trinity Church. Newtem Centre, will 
he the organist at the dedication serv- 
ice.

Cecil C. Chadwick Resigns As 

Public Buildings Commissioner 

Mayor Weeks Appoints Arthur Campbell As Acting Head 
Of Department 


Cecil C. Chadwick, for the past 13 
years Public Buildings Commissioner 
of Newton tendered his resignation to 
Mayor Weeks on September 24th, ac- 
cording to correspondence made pub- 
lic by the Mayor’s office last Friday. 
Chadwick's letter to the Mayor, the 
latter’s reply, and a letter appointing 
Inspector Arthur Campbell of the Pub- 
lic Buildings Department as Acting 
Commissioner, are printed below 

September 24, 1931. 
Honorable Sinclair Weeks. 

Mayor of the City of Newton. 

City Hall. West Newton. Mass. 

My dear Mr. Mayor: 

I hereby tender to you my resigna- 
tion as Public Buildings Commissioner 
of the City of Newton. 

For the past two years the City has 
carried on a tremendous amount of 
construction and at the present time 
all of these projects are completed 
with the exception of the New Police 
Headquarters Building. This is in a 
fair way to be completed in the near 
future. 

In addition to this. I have spent a 
tremendous amount of time with the 
architects preparing plans and speci- 
fications for our New City Hall and 
War Memorial Building. This now is 
under way and my work Is completed 
on that. 

The work for the past two years on 
these projects in addition to my other 
duties in the office, has been a tremen- 
dous tax upon me and I feel that my 
health and peace of mind should now 
be given due consideration, and I re- 
spectfully request that you accept this 
resignation at a time seen fit by you. 

I would like to he relieved of my 
duties by October first. I believe in 
this time I can adjust a few matters 
that are not completed in the office 
with whomever you wish to take 
charge. 

I wish at this time to reveal to you 
as the Chief Executive of the City my 
feelings towards the employees in my 
department. I have always had the 
heartiest co-operation from them, and 
leave feeling that they are all my 
friends. 

I am willing at any time if anything 


should come up that needs adjusting, 
to have you or the one In charge of 
this Tifflce, get in touch with me and I 
will be very glad to do what I can on 
any matter. 

To you. I deeply appreciate the co- 
operation and friendship which you 
have shown towards me while I have 
worked under you as Chief Executive 
of the City, and I wish for you every 
success.

CAN’T USE OLD CELLS IN NEW 
POLICE STATION 

When plans were being made for 
the new police headquarters at West 
Newton, in order to cut down the cost 
of the structure it was agreed upon 
by Mayor Weeks and former Buildings 
Commissioner Chadwick that the cells 
now in the old police building would 
be installed in the new building. But. 
there will be no second-hand cells in 
the new hoosegaw. Those who drink 
well but not wisely, and the other 
prisoners who will be detained in New- 
ton’s new lock-up. must have new cells 
with modern, sanitary equipment ac- 
ording to the ruling of the State De- 
partment of Public Health. 

At a meeting of the Board of Aider- 
men a few months ago Alderman Pow- 
ers inquired regarding the plumbfng 
in the second-hand cells which were 
to be placed in the new building and 
was given the information that pro- 
per sanitary arrangements had been 
provided for.

NEWTON. GETS FLYING 
START IN FOOTBALL 
AGAINST ARLINGTON 

The 1931 Newton High football team 
got off to an auspicious start last Sat 
urday in its opening game of the 
1931 season with Arlington High at 
the new Arlington field roaming and 
wading through the rain and wet to a 
27 to 0 victory. With but seven plays 
in their repertoire the wearers of the 
orange and black played inspired foot- 
ball to present Coach Ralph Sanborn 
with the first opening game victory 
of a Newton eleven since the 1928 
season. The half dozen and one plays 
used by the local outfit “clicked” the 
grenter part of the time. The vet- 
eran bnckfleld and the semi-veteran 
line outplayed and outfought the de- 
fending home team that opened its 
season the week previous with a 7 to 
6 edge over Cambridge Latin. 

From the Newton angle the game 
was replete with features of which a 
60-yard touchdown run by Warren 
Huston was the outstanding. "Red” 
Blackler. “Moon” Duane and Willie 
Mullen, who round out the local first 
string bnckfleld. played important 
roles in the victory. In the line Bill 
Giles. Frank Vassalotti and George 
Gulian led their mates. With the 
game but minutes old Huston got off a 
brilliant punt over the Arlington goal 
and failing to gain Arlington at- 
tempted to kick. Hicks’ attempt was 
blocked by Giles who recovered on the 
three-yard line and on the next play 
Blackler was over for the first score 
of the 1981 season. 

In the second period Newton in- 
creased its score. With its back to 
the goal Arlington attempted another 
kick and this time most of the New 
ton line was in on Collins before he 
could get the hall away, smothering 
him for a safety. Arlington kicked 
from their 20-yard line to Huston on 
the Newton 40 and the brilliant New- 
ton athlete raced down the sidelines 
for the second touchdown. In the 
fourth period the Newton outfit tallied 
twice. The first came on a march 
from midfield with Duane blazing 
through tackle from the 10-yard line 
to score. Later the varsity carried 
to the Arlington three-yard line and 
the subs relieved them. Bobby Buell, 
understudy for Duane. burrowed 
through for the final touchdown. 

Newton lost two other touchdowns 
by narrow margins. On one occasion 
Fred Perkins recovered a punt that 
had been fumbled by Hicks but the 
ball was over the end-zone. In the 
third period Duane intercepted an Ar- 
lington forward and raced for a touch- 
down only to find that the whistle 
had blown for an offside by Newton. 

The game, play by play: 

First Period 

Newton won the toss and elected to 
receive. Collins kicked to Huston 
who ran the hall hack five yards to 
hi.s 40-yard line. Three plays failed 
to gain. Huston kicked 50 yards into 
the safety zone and Arlington put 
the hall in play on their 20-yard mark. 
Hicks' punt was blocked by Bill Giles 
who recovered for Newton on the 
three yard line. Newton was offside 
on the next play and penalized five 
yards. Blackler and Huston each 
made two yards and then Blackler 
crashed through center for the touch- 
down. Huston’s dropklek for the 
point failed by inches. Blackler 
kicked off to Hicks who was dropped 
on ills 40-yard line. The Arlington 
hacks ripped off several gains to New- 
ton’s 33-yard line. Blackler inter- 
cepted a forward pass and ran the 
hall back 25 yards to the Arlington 
40 where Pochlni nailed him rrom be- 
hind. Newton marched to the Arling- 
ton three-yard line with Hu«ton’s pass 
to Blackler for fifteen yards the ma- 
jor feature. Arlington held and took 
the ball on downs to end the period. 
Newton 6, Arlington 0. 

Second Period 

Once again Hicks dropped back to 
kick and this time the whole Newton 
line was on him to smother him be- 
fore lie could ev*n get the kick away. 
He was nailed behind the goal line 
for a safety adding two points to the 
Newton score. Arlington kicked off 
from their 20-yard line and Huston 
gathered the ball in on his own 40- 
yard marker. Eluding the ends and 
aided by excellent interference he tore 
down the sidelines for sixty yards and 
a touchdown. Mis dropkick this time 
was perfect and another point was 
added to the Newton score. Blackler 
kicked off for Newton and Hicks re- 
turned it to his 35-yard stripe. Giles 
nailed Wright for a live yard loss 
and Arlington was held. Mullen gath- 
ered the Arlington punt in on his 35- 
yard mark. Pochini intercepted a 
Huston puss intended for Perkins to 
give Arlington the ball again but two 
plays later Duane evened the count 
by plucking an Arlington pass out of 
the air. Two short gains and Huston 
kicked to the Arlington one-yard line 
where Hicks tried to nail it down but 
fumbled. Perkins recovered but in- 
stead of another touchdown it proved 
a touchback as it was behind the end 
zone. The remainder of the period 
tlie hall hovered near midfield witli 
Giles blocking another Arlington kick 
for the Important feature. Newton 19 
Arlington 0. 

Third Period 

Blackler kicked off to Phlnney who 
was nailed ufter a abort run back on 
his 20-yard stripe. Duane recovered 
Wright’s fumble to give Newton an- 
other opportunity but Arlington stiff- 
ened and took tlie hall on downs. On 
fourth down Hicks kicked to Mullen. 
After another exchange of punts New- 
ton took the hull on its 35-yard mark. 
Liard at left guard for Arlington 
pluyed brilliunt defensive football to 
hold off Newton uttacks throughout 
the period. Near tlie eud of tlie ses- 
sion Duane Intercepted a forward and 
ran 40 yards to the goul line, but the 
bull wus brought back as Newton had 
been offside on the play. Newton 15, 
Arlington 0.

Early this season he was with the 
tackle group but a week ago was 
switched to the end squad where he 
has been going great guns. Even with 
Perkins in good physical condition 
Marr would be staging a great battle 
for the first call. The other end will 
be well taken care of by Herbert Lev- 
enson whose play in the Arlington 
Rume was sufficient to give him the 
call over Tom Malloy or Francis 
Tuscher. 

George Gillian and Bill Giles demon- 
strated their right to first-string 
tnckle ratings by their play against 
Arlington while Frank Vassalotti and 
Tony DiMaio will be at the guard j 
berths. Boh Patterson will start at j 
centre. The centre squad which suf- j 
fered the loss of Horace Wood, inter- 
mediate varsity centre last year, who j 
was in an automobile accident two 
weeks ngo. has been bolstered by the j 
return of Tommy Lyons. Lyons and 
Patterson were rated about even last 
year near the dose of the season but 
Patterson hns obtained a head start 
this year as Lyons could not report 
because of a bad hand which became 
infected during the baseball season. 
The hand still bothers him somewhat 
but he is getting along nicely by tap- , 
ing two of ills fingers together. 

Alexander Kevorkian is suffering | 
from slight injuries to his hip which 
he suffered in practice blocking ! 
punts. Quarterback Willie Mullen has j 
been bothered a little by a sore jaw , 
which was accidentally kicked in j 
scrimmage the other day. He will be 
in there tomorrow, however. The re - 1 
mainder of the starting backfield 
against the Cantabs will be the same 
as against Arlington with Huston at 
fullback and Blackler and Duane at 
the halves. 

Wednesday Coach Sanborn sent his 
three teams on the varsity squad 
against the Wellesley High outfit and 
the affair had a decidedly orange and 
black tinge. Five touchdowns were 
scored by the local youths with the 
first and second teams each netting 
two and the thirds one. Wellesley 
could do little on the offence against 
the three Newton lines. 

Monday the Newton coaching staff 
will reduce their squad by several 
youths as it is planned to retain be- 1 
tween 36 and 40 on tlie first squad. 
Those cut will he sent down to the 
intermediate varsity and later if nec- 
essary may regain the varsity squad.

SCHOOL NEWS 


The request made by certain par- 
ents in the district near the new 
Weeks junior higli school between 
Newton Centre and Newton High- 
lands. that a kindergarten he estab- 
lished in tlyit school building, has 
been refused by the School Commit- 
tee. The subcommittee appointed 
some months ago to consider this 
matter reported that the junior high 
school does not contain facilities for 
the operation of a kindergarten. The 
School Committee also turned down 
the suggestion of the petitioners for 
a portable building somewhere on the 
Weeks School grounds to be used as a 
kindergarten. The committee decided 
that none of the acres surrounding 
the school available for a 

portable 

The SchnimilMittee aetpd ad- 
versely on the request from Newton 
Upper Falls residents that the branch 
library at the Emerson School be en- 
larged by removing a partition be- 
tween the present library and an ad- 
joining room. This plan is deemed 
impracticable. 

The School Committee was notified 
at its last meeting that tlie members 
of the Board of Aldermen (Bail, Col- 
lins and Harte) comprising the select 
committee on School Buildings, do not 
favor the taking by the city of land 
adjoining the Bowen School at Thomp- 
Honville for use as a school yard. The 
School Committee voted to authorize 
a conference between the joint com- 
mittee of its members and the afore- 
mentioned Aldermen in an effort to 
have this land taken. There are 174 
children attending the Bowen School 
and as there is but u narrow piece of 
land owned by the city alongside the 
building, the children have to play 
on a lot of land privately owned. 
Chairman Lockett of the School Com- 
mittee asserted that such a condition 
would not he tolerated in any other 
part of the city. School Committee- 
man Amesbury called attention to the 
fact that the lot now used as a play- 
ground may be shortly developed by 
its owner and then the children will 
have no place on which to play. 

A committee comprised of teachers 
at the new Weeks junior high school 
lias requested the School Commit- 
tee to ask for certain traffic rules on 
streets adjoining the school building. 
It is recommended by the teachers 
that Allerton road he made one-way 
from tlie direction of Centre street, 
and Locksley road he made one-way 
from tlie direction of Heroward road: 
that parking on these streets be re- 
stricted to tlie side nearest the school 
building; that crossings on these be 
defined by white-lines and that po- 
licemen be stationed at these cross- 
ings when the pupils are entering and 
leaving tlie school. A sub-committee 
of the School Committee will consid- 
er tlie recommendations of the 
Hchool touchers.

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IT IS UP TO THE PEOPLE 

Do the people of the United States want the next Congress 
to make greater appropriations than have been made any 
year since the armistice, appropriations that will involve the 
issuance of interest bearing bonds and the inevitable in- 
crease of Federal taxes? 

If they do not — and they certainly do not — then it is up to 
them to say so now, before the session convenes. The con- 
stituents of every Senator and Representative ought to make 
it clear to these representatives of theirs that the utmost 
limit of the appropriations at the coming session should be 
“the needs of the Government, economically administered.” 
It is vastly more effective to have this understanding now, 
before the session begins, than it is to complain after the 
session is over. 

Of course the Government of the United States can raise 
the money, no matter how much may be appropriated. As 
one distinguished advocate of a five billion dollar bond issue 
recently declared: “The credit of the United States is good.” 
Very true. But a government debt has to be paid the same 
as any other debt. And the people have to pay it! Let the 
people never forget that! 

It is easy to argue that money lent to the government for 
dole purposes or for great public works returns immediately 
to circulation and therefore stimulates the business of the 
country. But the stimulation is only temporary and super- 
ficial. * Good times will never return until activity in private 
business is resumed. And every issue of government securi- 
ties reduces the supply of money available for investment 
in industry and therefore delays the restoration of in- 
dustrial activity. The money that would be available for 
investment cannot be diverted indefinitely into the Federal 
treasury without harm to the nation at large. No nation can 
borrow and tax itself into prosperity. 

The people understand this. Let them impress that under- 
standing upon their re presentat ives in Congress. 

It’s a great pity that former President Roosevelt did not 
have the same idea as Mr. Coolidge in regard to party solid- 
arity and respect for his successor in that high office. The 
history of these United States and possibly that of the world 
might have been changed if that had been the case. 


Lovers of nature will have a wonderful opportunity the 
coming week or ten days to see the autumn foliage in the 
height of its beauty, especially in the mountain districts of 
New Hampshire and Vermont. 


No wonder there are over 700 applicants to be admitted to 
the bar, when we read in the daily papers that lawyers 
charge $350,000 for the settlement of a millionaire’s estate.

CITY AFFAIRS 

City Clerk Grant will no longer have 
the growing responsibility of dealing 
with applications for soldier’s relief. 
The work entailed by investigating 
and deciding on the increasing num- 
ber of applications for this type of re- 
lief had so encroached on Mr. Grant’s 
time that he asked Mayor Weeks to 
be relieved of this duty, so yesterday 
the Mayor apopinted Harold F. Young 
as temporary Soldier’s Relief Commis- 
sioner for Newton. While Mr. Young 
is officiating in this capacity, applica- 
tions for soldier’s relief will be made 
at the office used by the Unemploy- 
ment Relief Committee at 1351 Wash- 
ington street, West Newton. 

Nomination papers for Aldermen 
have been taken out by Julius Ramm 
of 32 Kirn street, West Newton, and 
Alfred V. Guzzi of 8 Mague place, 
West Newton. If Ramm decides to 
run it will be for the office of Ward 
Alderman from Ward 3; the position 
now filled by Chester Prior. Ramm is 
a salesman and has been a resident 
of this city since 1919. He has been 
active in the affairs of Newton Post. 
American Legion. Guzzi is an em- 
ployee of the Newton Street Depart- 
ment. He was a candidate in 1929 for 
the office of Alderman-at-Large from 
Ward 3, and was defeated by the pres- 
ent incumbent. William F. Chase. 

There should be no difficulty in ob- 
taining a successor to former Public 
Buildings Commissioner Chadwick. A 
number of candidates for this position 
have already interviewed Mayor 
Weeks, and names of others have been 
presented to him for consideration. 

Because of the many complaints re- 
ceived about the quality of Newton 
water, a conference will be held on 
October 14 by Mayor Weeks. Water 
Commissioner Ellis and members of 
tlie special committee of the Board 
of Aldermen which deals with New- 
ton's water supply. Complaints have 
been coming in for sometime that the 
water contains a sediment, has a dis- 
agreeable taste and a disugreeuhlu 
odor. Most of these complaints huve 
come from persons residing on so- 
called dead end streets where the 
water pipe comes to a dead end und 
tlie water does not huve u chance to 
circulate properly. 

Another matter which will he dis- 
cussed at this conference is the cost 
of Newton water. Many householders 
in this city have hud noticeable in- 
reuses in their water hills the pust 
2 years and «a recommendation may 
he made to lower the rule charged for 
wuter.

The result of the resolution passed 
n couple of months ago by the New- 
ton Board of Aldermen, protesting 
against the condition of the Boston 
Elevated cars running from Newton 
Corner to Boston was a letter from 
General Manager Dana of the Ele- 
vated claiming that these oars are in 
excellent condition and that the trncks 
of the Elevated would be repaired 
during the summer, so that residents 
of this city who have been annoyed 
by the noise of the Elevated cars 
would obtain relief. Have the tracks 
been repaired during the summer, as 
Mr. Dana promised? Not so one 
would notice it. A scraper wns run 
over the trncks adding to the regu- 
lar din which people residing on Tre- 
mont and adjacent streets have had 
to bear. But, no repairs were made 
on the tracks: neither to the rails or 
roadbed. 

As to the nice cars which Mr. Dana 
says are "O. K.” These vehicles were 
brought to Newton after having been 
in service for years at East Boston 
They are much lighter and inferior 
in construction to the cars which were 
formerly used on the Newton route 
and which were transferred to East 
Boston. The word of Tremont street 
residents does not have to be taken 
as to the condition of these de-luxe 
vehicles. Anyone who rides in one of 
these cars from Newton to Boston 
can feel and hear for one’s self. One 
riding in these vehicles gets vibrated 
to a frazzle. And as for the noise. 
A person’s hearing is temporarily im- 
paired after a trip in a Newton to 
Boston Elevated car. The window’s 
in these cars are so dirty as to pro- 
duce near-nausea. But, the stockhold- 
ers of the Elevated continue to draw 
6% dividends and the trustees of the 
company don’t seem to think their 
fellow’ Newtonians have much of a 
grievance. Possibly, since the protest 
of the Newton Board of Aldermen ha: 
been ignored, some action on the 
part of Senator Hollis, Speaker Salton 
stall and Representatives Baker, Luit 
weiler and Thompson might bring re 
suits from the Elevated management 


The present predicament of Great 
Britain and the sorry condition of af 
fairs existing in about all so-called 
civilized countries proves that the 
wise men of this generation have 
plenty of opportunities to display 
their erudition. If statesmen, captains 
of finance and industry and the sci- 
entific efficiency experts in this and 
other countries do not soon solve 
our economic ills, the millions of un- 
employed will be quite apt to take 
some sort of action. 


Business men at Newton Corner are 
realizing now’ w’hat the business men 
at West Newton realized for many 
weeks: that the big pipes for the Met- 
ropolitan water main drive business 
aw’ay by occupying much of the park- 
ing space on streets. 


Governor Ely recommends that com- 
pulsory automobile liability insur- 
ance be based on a demerit rating. 
Leading lawyers assert such a law 
would be unconstitutional. Certainly, 
such a system would produce snarls 
by the thousands. The autoist driving 
alone would be unfortunate to become 
involved In an accident. Even though 
the lone autoist were not responsible 
for an accident, if the person operat- 
ing the other car had others riding 
with him, or her, the autoist responsi- 
ble for an accident would have wit- 
nesses who could lie or give "mis- 
taken” testimony to pin the blame on 
the innocent party. Such a miscar- 
riage of justice has happened frequent- 
ly in the past and this evil w’ould be 
multiplied tremendously if a demerit 
rating system is applied to automo- 
bile insurance. 


Adenu and Llewellyn roads at 
West Newton have been improved 
and accepted by the city. These 
streets, instead of having a surface of 
gravel, permeated with bituminous 
material, have a surface of inches 
of broken stone, permeated with as- 
phalt. This type of street, while cost- 
ing but little more than the gravel sur- 
faced street, is greatly superior and 
will remain in good condition much 
longer. This new type of surface will 
be used on a number of other streets 
to be improved this year. The work 
on these streets is being done by em- 
ployees of the Street Department. 


The resurfacing of Lowell avenue, 
Bridge. Pearl and other streets which 
lias been underway, is being done by 
Warren Brothers Corporation. The 
type of surface used is known as “pen- 
othread” and consists of 1 inch of 
broken stone treated with asphalt. 

Some years ago it became necessary 
to restrict the keeping of hens in 
thickly settled sections of tills city. 
Roosters were especially taboo. The 
hens were objected to because they 
trespassed in neighboring yards and 
gardens, damaging lawns, flowers and 
vegetables; and henhouses which 
were not kept clean developed a no- 
ticeable odor and attracted rats and 
other vermin. Chanticleers in thick- 
ly settled communities ure obnoxious 
because they were apt to broadcast 
shortly after midnight, and sure to 
crow lustily during early morning 
hours. 

Now. in addition to liens und roost- 
ers, pigeons are causing complaints. 
Persons residing in houses near where 
pigeons are kept protest against tlie 
incessant cooing of the doves, which 
they claim prevent those living near- 
by from enjoying proper sleep. One 
of our constituents does not look our 
way lutely when passing, because we 
did not succeed in preventing a neigh- 
bor from keeping pigeons. A West 
Newton resident is suing a neighbor 
because the latter’s pigeons are al- 
leged to have damaged the offended 
party’s grupe vines und disturbed his 
slumbers. 

Our sleep is broken at daybreak not 
by roosters or pigeons, hut by a llock 
of blue Juys that screech their lungs 
out every morning. And we can't 
sue tlie owner of these Juys, because 
they are free and independent birds.

Those to whom the word "Russia” is 
nnathema will learn with glee that 
Britain’s gold action, believed to be 
an excellent thing for us ns well ns for 
Britain, is expected to cost Russia 
about $25,000,000 a year through di- 
minished exports. It will amuse our 
“best minds” wlion they realize that 
Britain's move away from gold, called 
by the Ignorant “a blow to capitalism,” 
will hurt Communism and help capital- 
ism. You can imagine Karl Marx and 
Lenin rolling over In their graves. 

Bad boys in Wall Street are in- 
clined to exult and say that Britain’s 
dcringolade from the gold standard 
Is a sort of "triumph” for the United 
Stntes. 

We have the gold standnrd and we 
have the GOLD. One plain-spoken 
‘big operator” in Wall Street, chang- 
ing suddenly from “bear” to “bull,” 
said “The nows from England will re- 
lieve the world as lancing a boll re- 
lieves the owner of the boil.” 

Might It be wise for the United 
States, taking the advice of a financial 
writer, employed by Mr. Cyrus H. K. 
Curtis, to “loosen up,” which means 
inflating the currency reasonably, put- 
ting out at least enough additional 
money to offset the five to eight hun- 
dred millions in currency supposed to 
he hidden away in mattresses, stock- 
ings and saf > deposit vaults by the 
foolishly frlghfencd. 

And would it be* a good thing for 
the Government to say "We have the 
gold and we intend to keep it, since it 
seems to exercise so much Influence 
on the world’s Imagination.

Those Pesky Flies 


Of course it Isn’t quite time to take 
off the screens, hut it’s getting along 
to that period. After the screens have 
been neatly stacked to remain undis- 
turbed until the Spring of 1932 we are 
just as likely as not to have some 
flies. But there won’t be so many as 
to make much trouble and I daresay 
there won’t be much fussing on the 
part of housekeepers. 

A very good friend of mine put the 
notion to write this into my more or 
less active mind when he said, “They 
don’t go nfter houseflies the way they 
used to.” Upon my request for further 
explanation he went on to describe 
the goings-on which daily attended the 
regular exodus of flies from every well 
ordered home in the well-known “good 
old” days. 

‘‘Remember how mother started up 
stairs by darkening one room and driv- 
ing the flies therefrom and then closed 
that room, darkened another and con- 
tinued her attack until the flies, (li- 
nearly all of them, had been driven 
downstairs to the kitchen.” 

Sure enough, that was the "good 
old” way. I recall the implements 
used, or at least one of them. It was 
a sort of switch, a stick with long 
paper strings attached. By waving 
this in the general direction of a group 
of flies the herding was begun. The 
force of the switching was not suffi- 
cient to injure permanently any fly of 
ordinary strength, but apparently it 
upset their plans and they fled in 
alarm. The good women who chased 
flies did not do so without a well or- 
ganized system. Indeed they knew 
what they were about. 

With an assembly of flies in the 
kitchen the next thing was to open the 
screen door and shoo every one of 
them into the great open spaces. I

to. but even It it woro only n financial tl,e ? tou, ; ,, themselves outdoors but I 

1 venture to assume they made for a 
neighbor’s house and repeated the 
same practices that made them ob- 
noxious in the first place. 

Didn’t we have a dish of some kind 
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rabbit foot, we don’t intend to let it 
go. No gold shall leave the United 
Stales from now on. if other nations 
don’t like our currency they need not 
take It.” 


Experienced financiers, who do not 
guess, have nd definite opinion as to 
the ultimate results of Britain’s ac- 
tion. 

It might increase the value of silver 
by convincing nations that it is dan- 
gerous to destroy one of two metals 
that have been used side by side as 
money for five thousand years. 

Any British obligations specifically 
payable in gold or in dollars will be 
paid according to contract. There Is 
no hint at repudiation of any oblig» 
tion. 

Mr. J. Plerpont Morgan, who talks 
briefly on all occasions and rarely for 
publication, made an exception yester- 
day, telling a reporter In London that 
he looks upon the British gold action 
as “a hopeful sign, and not a discour- 
aging event.” 

He knows about British conditions 
and believes that the British Govern- 
ment has taken the second of two 
necessary steps, the first being to bal- 
ance the budget, the second this step 
In regard to gold. He predicts "the 
restoration of trade in England.” 

It is charming to see Japan, politely 
drawing in her breath, with Oriental 
politeness, saying to the League of 
Nations, “You attend to your business 
and I shall atteud to mine.” 

Brigadier-General Reilly, of tht 
United States Reserve Corps, informs 
you that in time of war. the Japanese 
Prime Minister, Foreign Secretary, 
War and Navy Secretaries, become 
dummies. 

The Chiefs of Staff in the Army and 
Navy deal directly with the Emperor 
and go straight to him. 

In this little trouble, If they, meta- 
phorically, hanging their heads on the 
floor at the Mikado’s feet, say "We 
wish to win this war by the virtue ol 
the Emperor," they can go ahead and 
win it, while the League looks on. 
Their "government” aas nothing to 
say. 

India’s natives, under British law, 
must submit to modern methods ol 
fighting the plague. They do not Ilka 
this and fight against it. insisting on 
their right to swim In the "Holy 
Ganges" river, although corpses oi 
those dead of the plague may he float 
ing upon It. 

Iowa’s law compels testing cuttle to 
make sure that they are not tubercu- 
lar, a good idea, since children gel 
consumption from the milk of tubercu- 
lar cows. But it seems a bad idea tc 
some Iowa farmers and it has been 
necessary to call out tho militia to 
protect those sent to tost tho cattle. 

Discovery of insulin, marvelous renv 
edy for diabetes, becomes more im 
portant and marvelous in view of re 
cent scientific suggestions. 

A learned Briton says that Insulin 
would enable tlie unemployed to hiber- 
nate as the ground-hog, bear and oth- 
er animals do in Winter, curling up, 
taking in barely enough oxygen tc 
keep tho heart going and eating noth 
ing. Interesting solution of tho un 
employment and dole problem, per- 
haps. 

But tho thought of five or six miF 
lion workers and their families cur'd 
up in the dark, all Winter, is implem- 
ent.

Are we getting too 
lenient or it is that that flies have 
become educated and more consider- 
ate? If you have any time for this 
problem of course I’d like to hear an 
explanation. But maybe you’re too 
busy with other more important mat- 
ters. 


“This Way 


This is a poor time to suggest new 
ways or spending the public’s money 
except for actual necessities. How- 
ever. there is a need for one thing 
that would involve a comparatively 
small expenditure and which I feel 
would accomplish much good. I refer 
to the signs for the guidance of auto- 
mobile drivers in the less populated 
sections. In Massachusetts, and 
throughout the New England states, 
we are stingy in such matters. That 
I have learned from people who drive 
long distances and constitute that de- 
sirable body of citizens known as tour- 
ists. 

As a matter of fact the reader of 
this column who brought the matter 
to my attention drives thousands of 
miles each year on business. He has 
graciously invited me to accompany 
him a number of times and it was 
during one of these journeys that the 
subject came up for discussion. 

In Connecticut we were traveling 
between Bridgeport and New Haven 
when my friend decided to go to 
Westfield, Massachusetts, to confer 
with a business associate. In New 
Haven we saw a sign which indicated 
tlie number of the through route 
which led to Westfield. At various 
turns in the road and at junctions 
and forks we saw more Westfield 
signs. Suddenly, as we rode along, 
there was no sign to tell us where 
we were headed. As a matter of fact 
my friend knew the road well, but a 
stranger would surely have been lost. 

‘‘Connecticut is had enough”, said 
my friend, “but Massachusetts is 
worse. We have no uniformity. You 
cunnot he sure as far as signs are 
concerned whether you’re on the right 
road or not. As far as learning the 
name of the town or village there is 
nothing to enlighten you. Supposing 
you are looking for some well known 
place noted for its beautiful scenery 
or some other natural charm. Or may 
be an historical community or battle 
ground. Sometimes there are these 
signs but more often there are not. 

‘In New York State there are signs 
everywhere to guide the automobilist. 
He strikes one town and learns its 
name und also how far it is to the 
next town and where tho road leads 
ultimately A splendid system and 
not un expensive one.

Far he it from me to protest or 
complain against the snatching up of 
newspapers.

If these papers were 
not delivered to me regularly morn- 
ing and evening I should doubtless be 
among those who read over some- 
body’s else shoulder. That, by the way, 
is an offence not so easily condoned. 
You may be the most patient and un 
derstanding creature in the world but 
let some ugly mug he thrust over your 
shoulder at the newspaper you are 
holding and won’t you boil! Well, 
maybe you won’t but I do. 

I was riding from Boston to one of 
our smaller Massachusetts cities by 
train the other morning. It happened 
I was hooked to speak before a lunch- 
eon club. In the . South Station 
bought a copy of the New York Times 
which requires considerable time If 
one reads all that interests him. Along 
near the end of the journey I folded 
up the paper and offered it to the con- 
ductor of the train. 

“Will you accept the New York 
Times for today?” I asked, which was 
unusually formal and. polite for me. 

"Thank you,” came the reply, “the 
engineer always likes to get the 
Times. He was asking me this morn- 
ing if I could find him one.” 


To the Ladies 


Running over some official news bul- 
letins from Washington the other day 
I learned something which I feel will 
prove of more than passing interest. It 
comes from the Women’s Bureau of 
the U. S. Department of Labor and de- 
clares that important inventions touch- 
ing on the whole social and industrial 
life of the Nation can be expected 
from the American women in the fu- 
ture. 

It appears that although patent rec- 
ords over periods of years show a com- 
paratively small number of women ap- 
ply there lias been a remarkable in- 
crease in applications since 1809 when 
the first patent was issued to a woman 
That was 10 years after the patent 
law went into operation. The follow- 
ing 25 years saw less than a score 
granted to women but as they gradu- 
ally assumed greater initiative, both 
within and outside the home, more of 
them applied for patents at the Uni- 
ted States Patent Office. 

The number of applications, it is 
shown, has gradually increased and 
now more than 500 are annually grant- 
ed patents. The figures reveal in- 
ventions of women have dealt with do- 
mestic devices more than to any single 
group. Household appliances amount 
to 27 per cent, and wearing apparel 
21 per cent. Yet women have made 
important contributions in other fields 
und now their inventions cover a wide 
range, including agriculture, mining, 
quarrying, animal husbandry, trans- 
portation, hotel and restaurant equip- 
ment, laundry work, dressmaker’s sup- 
plies and office supplies and equip- 
ment. 

It is also noted that women have 
made important inventions relating to 
scientific instruments, laboratory 
equipment, scales, watches and opti- 
cal goods. I am sure that the conclud-

Passions of Statesmen 

The startling declaration of Boh 
Toombs, of Georgia, that lie proposed 
to call the roll of Ills slaves from the 
base of Banker Hill monument — tills 
in derision of the Massachusetts repre- 
sentatives who were fighting the slav- 
ery, was made in congress when the 
slavery question was incidentally 
raised in the discussion of a measure 
to purchase Cuba, writes J. II. Gal- 
braith, Oldo historian. It was on Feb- 
ruary 25, 1850, and Gen. I. B. Sher- 
wod, who told the story, said it was 
t he occasion of Ids first visit to Wash- 
ington. He was in the senate that 
night and heard the sensational de- 
bate. Over the thrilling memories of 
four years Inter in the Civil war t he 
memory of what lie saw that night 
stood out clear and fresh to his last 
days. 

Toombs supported the purchase hill 
nnd made a vicious attack on Senator 
Seward, who opposed it. Senator Ben- 
jamin said that unless the purchnse 
was made, Spain would free her col- 
ored slaves and there would be no 
tropical fruits, ns these could he raised 
only by slave labor. Sewnrd moved to 
tnck on the honiestend bill ns an 
amendment. Tlmt roused Toombs to 
anger. That "land for the landless’’ 
argument was a scheme of the dema- 
gogues. "I despise a demagogue,” he 
said, “hut I despise still more those 
who are driven by demagogues.” — De- 
troit News. 


Medieval Dishes That 

Called for Condiments 

An Important reason for the appar- 
ent vast thirst of the English of me- 
dieval times, William Edward Mead 
explains, in ids volume, “The English 
Medieval Feast," is found in the dishes 
common to their tables, wherein con- 
diments nnd spices played a major 
part. Loaded with pepper, cuhebs, 
mace, saffron, cloves, ginger, einnn- 
mon, nutmeg, gnlingnle, cummin, li- 
corice, aniseed, nnd other tart ingre- 
dients, they were prone to inspire the 
consumer to frequent draughts from 
the ale keg or beer mug. 

Here again the element of necessity 
entered. For, the author points out, 
fashion had in reality little to do with 
the extensive use of these elements. 
Our ancestors, he reminds us, had not 
yet begun to breed beasts nnd poul- 
try for the table, except that the value 
of tlie enpon was remembered from 
former days. Mutton was npt to be 
stringy, beef tough ; nnd men made use 
of food from sources that todny would 
be avoided with a shudder. 

In the hope, then, of securing an 
aid to digestion, ns well ns to disguise 
the exact nature of many dishes, the 
spice box cnnie frequently to hand 
as the cook worked. For natural 
crudeness cried aloud for mitigation, 
even nt the feasts where kings ate 
crowned and bishops dined in cope 
and miter.

Backgammon in 3000 B. C. 

The University of Pennsylvania mu- 
seum has what is regarded ns one of 
the oldest dice in the world. The dice, 
which is snid to date from about 2750 

B. C., was found by Dr. E. A. Speiser 
In excavations at Tope Gawra, Meso- 
potamia. 

The dice Is cubical in shape and is 
made of baked clay. The numbers 
are arranged so that five opposes four 
nnd two opposes three on the cube. 
The university museum has also a 
backgnmmon board among its collec- 
tions which dates from about 3000 B. 

C. It Is believed probable the dice 
found nt Tope Gawra mny have been 
one of a pair used to play backgam- 
mon. 


Muttard 

Mustard has many household uses. 
Rub some dry mustard on your hands 
after peeling onions, and then wash in 
the usual way. You will find that all 
odor will be removed. Do the same 
with the knife, although made mus- 
tard Is better than dry for this pur- 
pose. Place a little muslin hag con- 
taining some dry mustard next to 
fresh beets In the pantry. It will keep 
the beets fresh for days. Mustard 
freshly made will often remove ink 
stulns. Spread thickly, leave for un 
hour, then sponge off.

Seek Church’s Blessing 

on All Undertakings 

The Slav people throughout the 
world hold more to religious customs 
than any of the peoples of western 
Europe. Mnny of these beautiful old 
customs were created nnd preserved 
by the Bulgarians during the five cen- 
turies under Turkish rule. The peo- 
ple, ns a rule, also call upon the 
clergy to perform a ceremony for what 
would appear, In western Europe, most 
trivial tilings. In nddition to the cere- 
mony performed In the case of mar- 
riages, births and deaths, the cutting 
of the first sod and the laying of a 
foundation for n new house or public 
building, the opening of n new street, 
building, public garden, or a factory, 
etc., without a religious ceremony is 
considered ns nn ill omen. Immedi- 
ately tlie roof is placed on a new 
house or building, n cross, blessed by 
the priest, with a wreath of flowers at- 
tached is hoisted and remains until 
tlie work is finally completed. In the 
villages certain Ideas are carried to 
extreme limits, nnd tlie parish priest 
is called upon to perform all sorts of 
ceremonies, such as blessing the land, 
prayers for rain, storms and the har- 
vest, etc. — Detroit News. 


Trappi»t Monks 

Tlie Trnppist monks are a reformed 
order of the Cistercian order, insti- 
tuted in 1 062 by Armand Jean le Bou- 
thellier de Ranee. Assuming control 
of tlie abbey of La Trappe in 1GG0, he 
found it in a most deplorable condi- 
tion. The main purpose was to re- 
store tlie discipline of tlie monastery. 
From La Trappe this austere rule 
spreud into other parts of Europe, 
where It met with such instant favor 
thnt some of tlie most flourishing mo- 
nastic houses In the world nre now 
those of the Trnppist reformers. In 
the United States there nre three 
Cistercian abbeys. La Trappe nt Geth- 
semnne, Ky. ; New Mellnrey, near Du- 
buque, Iowa, nnd Our Lady of the 
Valley, Cumberland, R. I.

Now this new committee will 
make a "survey”, so that they may 
havo information as to the wisest 
way they can assist the handicapped, 
whether blind, deaf, crippled, or other- 
wise afflicted, so giving to them the 
greatest joy and comfort. 

In Community Service also, Mrs. 
Leon P. Dutch, State chairman, makes 
appeal that should meet with response, 
and be productive of constructive as- 
sistance immediately, before winter 
with its hardships descends in force. 
Sho states that "we are confronting 

national crisis in unemployment, 
which will become severe in the fall 
and winter months, and relief of which 
must he both a community and u na- 
tional service.” It is suggested most 
urgently that as many people as pos- 
sible ussisj by having a "clean-up, 
paint-up, and fix-up campaign," so fight- 
ing unemployment, and "enlisting in 

war uguinst poverty, distress, und 
starvation." The “fix-up" portion of 
tho campaign 1ms limitless possibilities 
of assistance for unemployed, bo it in 
the exterior or interior of homes, with 
all manner of refurnishings and beau- 
titiers; or be it in the donning of 
warm, or lovely, raiment by the indi- 
vidual.

MNs Fannie Fogg la Native Bom 
Resident of Newton 


In an old-fashioned house at 79 
Woodward street, Newton Highlands, 
Just around the corner from Lincoln 
street, llveH an old lady who on next 
Tuesday, October 13, will observe the 
100th anniversary of her birth. Miss 
Fannie Winchester Fogg was born on 
October 13, 1831, on Winchester 

street, Oak Hill, the daughter of Du- 
vld Fogg and Elizabeth Dana Fogg. 
Her father was a nutivo of Newhatnp- 
ton. New Hampshire, and her mother 
of Brighton. She attended a district

school which was located on Eliot 
street, Newton Highlands, just north 
of where the bridge now carries the 
Circuit Branch of the Boston & Al- 
bany railroad over this street. Grad- 
uating from this school, Miss- Fogg 
continued her studies at u select 
school in West Newton conducted by 
Miss Harriet Davis. She returned to 
the district school to teach there for 
a year and then entered the Bridge- 
water Normal School. Graduating 
from this institution, she became 
teacher in the Newton public 
schools. 

In 1865, after having taught school 
for 12 years. Miss Fogg contracted a 
severe cold. Upon the advice of 
friends she resigned her position in 
the school at Newton Centre, where 
she had taught for 5 years, and pre- 
pared to journey to her brother’s 
home at Zanesville, Ohio, to regain 
her health. On the last day of her 
trip she was travelling on the Cleve- 
land, Sandusky & Newark Railroad. 
The train was mude up of freight cars 
and one passenger car. It stopped at 
Sandusky, Ohio, where the tracks of 
this railroad were crossed by the 
tracks of the Pittsburgh, Fort Wayne 
& Chicago Railroad. Trains on this 
railroad were supposed to come to a 
stop before making the crossover., 
But, the engineer on an approaching 
train did not obey the order and his 
locomotive crushed into the car in 
which Miss Fogg was a passenger. 
She was critically injured and after 
being treated at Sandusky, was taken 
to her brother’s home where she was 
confined to bed for 9 months. At the 
end of that time she returned to her 
home at Newton Highlands, lying in 
berths on Pullman cars. Her condi- 
tion was still so serious that she was 
confined to bed for another year, and 
for several years following she was 
partially disabled. 

Miss Fogg says: “Since that time I 
have had one sickness after another 
and one fall after another.” She 
never was able afterwards to resume 
active work. For some years she was 
a contributor to the “Watchman-Re- 
flector,” which later became the 
“Watchman-Examiner.” 

Through all her misfortunes Miss 
Fogg has retained a sublime faith in 
God and has been a firm believer in 
the efficacy of prayer, and during 65 
years has borne her trials with for- 
titude and maintained a cheerful dis- 
position. In May, 1929, she fell und 
received a severe fracture. For nine 
weeks she was a patient at the New- 
ton Hospital. Despite her advanced 
age, the fracture knit and she has 
siuce been able to walk with assist- 
ance. Her eyesight and hearing are 
impaired, but she retains her mental 
faculties to a remarkable degree. She 
not only remembers distinctly hap- 
penings of her younger days, but 
takes a keen interest in current

An order was passed designating 
Tuesday, December 8. as the date of 
the City Election.

Greenlawn ave- 
nue at Newton Centre and Clements 
roud at Newton; $565 for new water 
mains; $377.81 for work on the new 
Water Department building; $100 for 
‘■are of the garage of the Street De- 
partment: $800 for Office expenses of 
tlie Mayor’s Relief Committee from 
October 1 to December 31: $1066 for 
a drain in Derby street: $5852 for a 
sewer in Beverley road. Newton High 
lands; $6407 for a drain in Terrace 
avenue, Newton Highlands; $5000 for 
the elimination of dead ends on water 
mains. Tills latter work is part of a 
project contemplated by the Wa- 
ter Department to eliminate the 
objectionable features which char- 
acterize the water supplied to houses 
in this city which are located on 
streets with dead end mains. 

On tlie supplementary typewritten 
docket furnished the Aldermen at the 
meeting on Monday night was an item 
under communications which read 
“Trustees of the Horace Cousens In 
dustrial Fund recommending 4 differ- 
ent investments from said fund, on 
applications for loans.” The Aider- 
men were asked to pass an order ap- 
proving tliese*reconimendations after 
the Finance Committee had received 
information about them. Alderman 
Powers asked for some information 
regarding these applications. H** was 
informed that a “gentlemen’s agree- 
ment" had been made that no pub- 
licity would be given regarding the 
applications for loans on real estate 
from the Cousens Fund, but that he 
might peruse the applications if he 
so desired. The Ward 1 alderman 
replied that lie knew of no gentle- 
men’s agreement and that he certainly 
would not vote to approve applica 
tions concerning which he had no 
knowledge. He said that 14 mem- 
bers of the Board were being asked 
to approve applications regarding 
which they knew nothing and that 
while he did not wish to embarrass 
applicants by giving unnecessary pub- 
licity to their applications for loans, 
it would have been a simple matter 
to have luid a meeting of the aider- 
men as a Committee of the Whole, or 
to have given the members of the 
Board some information regarding the 
properties on which tlie land are to he 
made and those applying for them. 
He stated that the provisions of the 
ordinance governing the Cousens In- 
dustrial Fund specified that such ac- 
tion should be taken and that tlie 
ordinance should be complied with. 
He asked that the matter be referred 
hack for further consideration. Al- 
derman Ball said that in his belief 
the Aldermen should have nothing to 
do with the Cousens Fund. Alderman 
owers replied that this matter had 
been determined otherwise by the Al 
dernien when the ordinance was 
passed.

Newton Men Going 
“Back To Boyhood'’ 

On** Hundred To Take IV>> Scout 
Course 

The largest Boy Scout Training 
course ever held In New England, 
which is planned to bring 100 promi- 
nent public men of Newton ’’Back to 
Boyhood,” will be inaugurated next 
week, beginning October 14, under 
the direction of O. A. KItterman, 
Scout Executive of the Boston Coun- 
cil. and L. A. Bruce, Jr„ of Norum- 
bega Council of Newton. 

Mayor Sinclair Weeks was first to 
enroll for the course which will take 
eight weeks. Sessions will be held 
in the new John Wingate Weeks Jun- 
ior High School in Newton Centre 
and th** training, like that given to 
regular boy scout classes, will also 
include two week-end hikes and one 
over-night expedition at the Scout 
reservation at Nobscot. 

The Council’s Leadership and Train- 
ing Committee, composed of Scout 
Commissioners G. D. Marry and F. 
W. Gilcreas. and the directors of the 
event have completed plans for the 
course so that it will include features 
of unusual interest to men already 
connected with Boy Scout work as 
well as those in no way acquainted 
with it. There will be a co-operating 
committee, assisting the course direc- 
tors. comprising Maynard Hutchinson. 
President of Xorumbega Council. Hen- 
ry A. Wentworth, a vice-president. 
John M. Bierer. Treasurer, and A. Les- 
lie Harwood. Jr., of the Executive 
Board. 

Class members, including bankers 
and business men. teachers and trades- 
men. public officials and other promi- 
nent citizens will be formed at once 
Into a troop of ten patrols, similar 
to the organization of a regular troop 
of Boy Scouts. They will study ten- 
derfoot. second and first class require- 
ments. The end of the course comes 
December 9th.

NEWTON OPENS 
LEAGUE WITH 

LOP-SIDED WIN 

Newton High opened the 1931 Sub- 
urban league season with a 28-0 lop- 
sided victory over the Cambridge 
Latin eleven at the Dickinson stad- 
ium last Saturday. Most of the tlrst 
half the visitors withstood repeated 
local attacks, but following the tlrst 
score midway of the second period, 
wilted. in die third period the 
orange and black staged a march of 
more than half the length of the 
field for Its second tally, which tucked 
the game away for a certainty. Near 
the close of the period the locals 
were in a position to score again and 
on the third play of the final session 
the third tally was chalked up. Two 
spectacular rollbacks of Cantab punts 
by quarterback Willie Mullen of New- 
ton brought the finnl tally. 

Shortly after the game began 
Mullen put Newton into Cam- 
bridge territory by a 30-yard runbaek 
of a punt, but Incomplete forward 
passes gave Cambridge the ball on 
downs. After several exchanges of 
kicks the period ended with Dunne 
Intercepting a pass near midfield. 
Early in the second period Newton 
threatened again with a pass to 
Blackler, netting 2S yards for a first 
down on the Cambridge 25-yard stripe 
hut again incompleted pnsses stopped 
the attack. Another exchnnge of 
kick* put Newton on the Cantnb 40 
and this time a Huston to Black- 
ler pnss for 26 yards made it a first 
down in the shndow of the goal. The 
four Newton backs made it first down 
again on the one-yard line and Duane 
crashed over. Huston’s try at the 
goal missed but offside play gave him 
another chance and he made good. 

The second tally was developed 
when Mullen ran back a short Cantab 
punt to the visitor’s 32-vard line. Two 
plays later Huston was unmolested 
on a 24-yard jaunt through taokle i"i 
the touchdown. His mates opened up 
a nice hole and his interference 
cleaned out perfectly for him. He 
also kicked t lie goal. 

A march beginning from the New- 
ton 40 was staged in the closing min- 
utes of the third period witli four 
first downs bringing the ball to the 
eight yard line. A 17-yard gain on 
a double criss-cross to Mullen was the 
chief feature of this advance. Three 
plays after the opening of the finnl 
period Blacklet crashed over, Huston 
again kicking the point. 

The final score was Mullen’s con- 
tribution. each of the Newton 
backs taking their turn. Mullen ran 
back a Cambridge punt 58 yards to 
the 12-yard line and was stopped from 
behind because of being forced to 
slow up to dodge the Cantab safety 
man. Combridge immediately kicked 
again and this time Mullen was not 
to he denied. Taking the ball on his 
25-yard line he trickled through to 
the goal line. In his wake five visit- 
ing players were fiat on their backs 
as Mullen’s mates cut them down out 
of the play. Huston’s fourth attempt 
at goal was perfect. 

Although Cambridge Latin out 
weighed Newton a small squad of 
twenty-two players could not stop 
Coach Sanborn’s outfit. The Newton 
line had a hard and fast charge that 
more than offset the difference in 
weight. Repeatedly the Newton line- 
men opened up holes to enable their 
hacks to make important gains, while 
on the defence they were through to 
stop the Cantab attack before it could 
get started. The visitors made but 
two first downs during the game, both 
coming as a result of penalties 
against the Newton lads for offside 
play. Time and time again three or 
four of the Newton line were smoth- 
ering the hall carrier for a slight loss. 
Where the visitors offered nothing, 
either on # the offence or defence, the 
local eleven worked together nicely. 

Outstanding in the Newton team’s 
play was their blocking and interfer- 
ing. Potential tacklers were cut down 
neatly as S first downs were recorded. 
Statistics show that the Newton backs 
made IS rushes for a total yardage 
of 166 yards, as against 19 rushes 
for the visitors for a net loss of four 
yards. Twelve of the Cantab's four- 
teen punts were run back for a total 
of 215 yards, Mullen alone account- 
ing for 169 yards in nine runs. On 
eight Newton kicks the Cambridge re- 
ceivers could make but a total of 27 
yards in three runbacks. Newton also 
had a l>ig edge in forward passing. 
Newton attempted eleven and com- 
pleted three for a total gain of 59 
yards. Cambridge attempted seven of 
which but one wuh completed for a 
gain of nine yards and one was in- 
tercepted by Duane of Newton, who 
ran It back three yards. Newton was 
set hack a total of 65 yards in penal- 
ties, nine being imposed altogether, 
while the Cantabs were not penalized 
at any time. Seven of the local pen- 
alties were for five yards, four of them 
on offside occasions and three for 
failing to complete two passes within 
four downs. Two of the penalties 
were for fifteen yards. 

PLAY BY PLAY STORY 
First Period 

PowerH, Cambridge Latin left end, 
kicked off to open the Suburban 
league season. Duane gathered it on 
his 20-yard stripe and ran it hack 13 
yards. Huston picked up a yard at 
left tackle and then kicked to the 
Cambridge 37 yard line where Murr, 
Newton left end, downed the ball. Af- 
ter one line play Hopkins, Cambridge 
quarterback, kicked to Mullen on the 
Newton 35 and the Newton quarter- 
hack ran it buck 6 yards. Dlucklur 
and Mullen picked up three yards in 
two plays through the Cambridge left- 
tackle and Huston kicked to the 25- 
yard line. Hopkins ran it back 8 
yards. Blackler nailed Carchla for a 
yard loss and three Newton linemen 
tossed Captain LuRonde for another. 
Hopkins’ punt was run hack 30-yurds 
by Mullen und Newton was in Cam- 
bridge territory on the 30-yard line. 
Huston carried outside. Duane made 
five yurds behind his left tuckle. Hus- 
ton tried two pusses, one to Illuck- 
lor ami one to Duane hut neither was

NEWTON FACES ITS 
FIRST REAL GRID 
TEST OF SEASON 


WJien Newton High and Everett 
High line-up tomorrow afternoon be- 
fore tile Dickinson Stadium at New- 
tonville a real schoolboy football bat- 
tle will he in the making. Each will 
he playing its third game of tho sea- 
son and neither has yet been scored 
upon. Newton has piled up n total 
of 55 points In its two gnmes to keep 
its slate clean while Everett has 
scored 27 points, all coming in Its 
opener against Providence Commer- 
cial two weeks ago with last Satur- 
day’s tilt with Salem resulting in a 
scoreless tie. 

In its first two games the new edi- 
tion of the orange and black has 
shown potential scoring power with 
its largely veteran first-string line-up. 
its reserves have had but little op- 
portunity to show their worth. De- 
fensively the local contingent is un- 
tried. Neither of the opponents al- 
ready met had the power to put the 
Newton team on the defensive deep in 
its own territory. Everett failed to 
score against Salem largely because 
of frequent penalties for having a 
back In motion before the ball was 
passed. The Gildea coached outfit al- 
so repulsed the Salem attack in its 
own territory. Thus the big question 
of tomorrow’s contest hinges upon 
Newton’s ability to rise to the occa- 
sion under fire. 

For almost a decade local elevens 
have been predominantly strong de- 
fensively and substantially weak of- 
fensively. Comparatively few games 
have been won by large scores since 
the days of Jake Stafford and other 
such luminaries. While the two 
games already tucked away are en- 
couraging from an offensive angle it 
cannot he taken ns an indication of 
what may take place in coming games 
with stronger opponents. A torrid 
battle is in store for schoolboy grid 
fans tomorrow and if Coach Sanborn’s 
outfit can come through future oppo- 
nents may well look for trouble. 

It is reported that Coach Gildea of 
Everett lias two elevens of nearly 
equal ability and if true may havo 
greater reserve strength than the 
orange and black. The difference be- 
tween the reserve material offered by 
both outfits may well mean the differ- 
ence in the scores at the end of the 
game. The team that can produce 
the initial score will have a decided 
advantage as a low-score game is 
looked for. 

Although comparative scores can 
seldom be used as an indication of 
the strength of two teams about to 
meet some interesting facts may he 
revealed. Two weeks ago Salem de- 
feated Cambridge Latin, 18 to 0. and 
last week Newton triumphed 28 to 0. 
Newton thus may be said to be 10 
points better than Salem. Salem and 
Everett played a scoreless game so 
that Newton would also be 10 points 
better than Everett. But. undoubted- 
ly. Salem softened Cambridge Latin 
somewhat to make the orange aniF 
black task somewhat easier.

Superintendent of Schools Ulysses O. 
Wheeler was the guest speaker at the 
regular meeting of the Newton Rotary 
Club at the Woodland Golf Club on 
Monday. He was Introduced by Kd- 
win O. Childs as outstanding in his 
profession and that in 18 years as 
head of the Newton school department 
he has yet to make his first political 
nomination for a teacher in the 'ocal 
schools. 

Mr. Wheeler stated that “the teach- 
er is the soul of any school system" 
and that regardless of modem build- 
ings and excellent equipment no sys- 
tem can be a "superior” system with- 
out "superior” teachers. During his 
administration of the local schools 
Mr. Wheeler has endeavored to set up 
an ideal system and has chosen teach- 
ers who are rated as “superior” teach- 
ers. No teacher is appointed because 
he or she is or Is not a Newton resi- 
dent. The Newton school superin- 
tendent further stated that his de- 
j partment was always glad to appoint 
I Newton citizens to the school faculty 
whenever possible, and provided they 
measured up to the required standard. 
i So Newton teacher has ever been 
refused a local appointment.) 

: He also commented on the growth 

of the Newton school system with ten 
new buildings having been erected In 
the past ten years. During this time 
i the average yearly increase has been 
I slightly over 400 pupils and this year 
| is about five hundred. 

| The Newton schools are known all 
over the world and visitors from all 
parts of the world have come here. 

.Mr. Wheeler intimated that the high 
: rating given to the Newton schools as 
proven by its graduates collegiate 
standing was largely dependent upon 
! the teaching force in the local schools. 

BUSINESS MEN MEET 

! The October meeting of the New- 
j ton Business Associates composed of 
merchants at Newton Comer was held 
at the Hunnewell Club on last Monday 
j evening. Among the matters dis- 
cussed were the closing of the stores 
on Armistice Day. Wednesday. N’ovem- 
j iter 11th. A vote, almost unanimous, 
i was taken in favor of such closing. 

1 The principal speaker of the eve- 
ning was Mr. Leonard Martin, former- 
l ly a member of ex-Gov. Fuller’s secre- 
tarial staff. Mr. Martin has traveled 
extensively and gave an interesting 
talk on Russia and other Asiatic and 
Oriental countries. He had pictures 
of all except Japan where making 
films is prohibited except under gov- 
ernmental supervision. He told of the 
lack of water in Russia and of how 
a family of seventeen get along with 
but five gallons of water daily. Much 
cholera and typhoid result and the 
clothes of the latter victims, too val- 
uable to destroy, are worn by others, 
j Mr. Martin told of traveling 4300 
miles inland on a box car which he 
had fitted up with a store in one end. 
He saw four rivers like our Missis- 
sippi and the Amazon and a large for- 
est 3000 miles long and 1500 miles 
wide. 

He told of trading two pound pack- 
ages of sugar for braces of pheasant 
and of how he could buy most any- 
: thing for sugar and cigarettes. He 
told also of the extensive natural re- 
sources that abound in Russia, as well 
as of conditions in Japan and China.

ABOUT TOWN

If you not ii o popes projecting from 
the edge of the sidewalk at Intervals 
along Washington street, between 
West Newton and Newton, said pipes 
being about 7 feet high and topped 
with a hood, you may be curious to 
know why these pipes have been 
eroetod. They are air-vents for the 
huge water main which has been laid 
under Washington street. They are 
connected hv 6 inch pipes to valves 
above the big main. Should the flow 
of water In the main cease, and the 
big pipe become emptied, or a near 
vacuum created in it. despite its great 
size and thickness, it would quickly 
collapse. Hence the placing of the 
air vents opposite high spots along 
the water main. One was installed on 
Monday in front of City Hall at West 
Newton, and about 5 will be placed 
between West Newton and Newton- 
ville. 

Talking about the big water-main. 
Some trench had to be dug in which 
t(* lay the »’>»» inch pipes. The digging 
•of this trench and the filling of it 
provide an object lesson as to why so 
many men are out of employment. 
Huge power shovels excavated the 
trench. And instead of scores of la- 
borers working with hand shovels to 
till It. one big tractor pushing a plow 
attachment shoves the earth back In- 
to the trench, cubic yards at a time. 


Greater caution should be exercised by boys and girls riding 
bicycles on our busy streets. We have recently witnessed near 
accidents of this class that warrants this suggestion. 


While the order restraining dogs from running at large 
has expired, we believe that many persons would be more 
than pleased to put a permanent restraining order on the 
huge police dogs, of which there are far too many in this 
residential city.

real estate mortgages is a personal 
matter with the applicants and it 
would not he fair to the applicants 
to have their names published. Al- 
derman Powers replied that it is not 
his desire to pluce applicants in the 
limelight, but the Aldermen couldn’t 
vote intelligently unless they knew 
something about what they are asked 
to approve. Alderman Bail said that 
the Finance Committee had no objec- 
tion to holding the matter over until 
the next meeting. 

Alderman Temperley stated that 
there is not enough known by the peo- 
ple of Newton regarding the Cousens 
Fund. It lias not been advertised 
enough. The trustees should acquuint 
the people with the terms of the fund. 
He asked if the applicants are per- 
sons in moderate circumstances, as 
specified, in the terms of Horace Cou- 
seus’ will. Alderman Bail replied that 
persons in poor circumstances have 
not applied for loans. Most of the 
applications have come from persons 
who have had larger loans from other 
sources. He said that the trustees 
of the fund have turned down a large 
number of applicants. Alderman Bail 
suggested that the trustees might be 
asked to sit with the Board of Alder- 
men in a conference and talk the sit- 
uation over.

The following letter was received 
by us on Wednesday: 

Newtonville, Mass. 
October 4. 1931. 
‘My dear Mr. Powers. 

like many other residents of New- 
tonville. I cannot understand why the 
city does not use traffic lights on the 
corner of Newtonville avenue and 
Harvard street. Numerous accidents 
and near-accidents have taken place 
there, causing the residents of those 
two streets no end of worry and un- 
easiness. Of course there would not 
he room for a traffic beacon, or ‘silent 
policeman’ to be erected, without first 
having to enlarge the two street cor- 
ners. hut we see absolutely no reason 
for them not installing the red, green 
and yellow light system on that cor- 
ner, which is one of the worst around 
here. 

Do we have to wait until there are 
some other fatalities here before any 
action is taken? Only Sunday night 
there was a very severe accident on 
this very corner, resulting in the 
death of a mother, and serious, prob- 
ably fatal Injuries to her four year old 
child. Several of the six boys in the 
other car in the crash were also se- 
verely injured. 

I do not know just who is respon- 
sible for seeing that traffic lights are 
installed at dangerous intersections, 
but it seems to me that whoever 
should have been responsible has been 
finite negligent in neglecting this par- 
ticular intersection. Can’t something 
he done about it?

The writer of the letter was mis- 
taken as to faets. The mother re- 
ferred to was not fatally injured. She 
escaped with slight injuries. Her 
child was seriously injured and so 
were two of the youths in the other 
car involved in the accident. The in- 
tersection of Harvard street and New- 
tonville avenue is dangerous. So are 
many other street intersections in this 
city, including some along Lowell 
avenue. There is a reason why the 
red, green and yellow traffic light 
system cannot be installed at this 
street Intersection. Such traffic sig- 
nals cannot he installed without the 
permission of the State Department 
of Public Works. And the State offi- 
cials do not permit traffic signals un- 
less there is a certain volume of 
traffic regularly passing by the inter- 
section where lights are sought. This 
volume is determined by actual count 
and the amount of traffic which passes 
the intersection of Newtonville ave- 
nue and Harvard street is much less 
than that required before red, green 
and yellow lights could he installed 
there. Probably, if a police trap were 
occasionally set at this intersection, 
and some of the autoists who drive 
by it ut unreasonable speeds were 
punished, the danger of accidents 
there would be much lessened. On 
Monday or this week, the day follow- 
ing the accident, by order of the Chief 
of Police, signs were placed on New- 
tonville avenue which order autoists 
to STOP before crossing or entering 
Harvard street. These signs should 
assist materially in making the inter- 
section less dangerous. 


President Hoover’s tribute to the 
pharmacists of this country Ih merit- 
ed.

About Short Selling 
Laval and Finance

Dr. C. G. Slmw, professor of philos- 
ophy at New York University, snys: 
"If men whistle, they usually are 
morons.” The learned philosopher, 
whom aimless whistling has doubtless 
annoyed, would of course make excep- 
tions in cases such us: 

My Uncle Toby whistling "Lilli* 
bulero.” 

The young person acting on Burns’ 
suggestion. "Oh, whistle, and I’ll come 
to ye, my lad." 

Homo alalu$. Doctor Shaw's an- 
cestor. who whistled before language 
was Invented. 

Dryden put Dr. Shaw’s Idea In verse 
long ago. 

"He trudged along unknowing what 
he sought. 

And whistled ns he went, for want 
of thought" 

Darwin’s book on the "expression of 
the emotions” gives interesting Infor- 
mation on whistling, holding the 
breath, putting the hand on the mouth, 
etc. 

Whistling softly may Indicate con- 
centrated thought or bewilderment, 
free of any meron taint. A man may 
whistle to keep his courage up nnd 
be no moron. 

Dr. Shaw meu.is that whistling an- 
noys him, as cracking of coachmen's 
whips annoyed Schopenhauer. 

A boy with a new dog, a new Jack- 
knife nnd a fishing pole, whistling on 
his way to the brook, Is the happiest 
of mortals and no moron. 

Louis Seibold, ablest political writer 
in the country, says truly that this Is 
the time, if ever, for the Federal Gov- 
ernment to control and regulate the 
practices of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, particularly In connection with 
"short selling,” which Is, in fact, a 
conspiracy against values. 

The gentle art of short selling, estab- 
lishing low and discouraging prices 
by "floor traders” gambling among 
themselves. Is harmful to the general 
public and the Stock Exchange. 

If that powerful, useful and neces- 
sary Institution -wishes to preserve rea- 
sonable liberty of action, and not In- 
vite Government control similar to 
that of national banks, It should regu- 
late short selling drastically, and stick 
to it. 

A seat on the Exchange sold recent- 
ly for $160,000, •nearly $500,000 below 
the price of the "happy days.” That 
Is sad for the Exchange, but regula- 
tion by the Federal uovernment, wnicn 
is very impatient Just now about at- 
tacks on values and prosperity gener- 
ally, would be a good deal sadder. 

Prime Minister Laval of France will 
come here to talk about this and that 
and money, including gold. He will 
be received politely by this Govern- 
ment and its President. But the good 
old days have changed at Washington. 
The latch-string on the Treasury has 
been pulled Inside. The United States 
will be glad to discuss everything with 
Monsieur Laval, and especially glad 
to get his advice, for he knows more 
about finance and business than we 
do. Any country that can reduce the 
value of a twenty-cent franc to four 
francs, and accumulate four billions In 
gold, understands business. 

Monsieur Laval will find Uncle Sam 
something like the British gentleman 
who said that he ate well and slept 
well, but when anybody talked to him 
about work, he came all over of a 
tremble.

Many Hindus will learn with pride 
that Gandhi Bhows power in Britain, 
even If he does wear a loin cloth In- 
stead of a cutaway coat, with never a 
silk "topper" on his head. 

Obeying Gandhi’s orders, 300,000,- 
000 Hindus boycott British goods, 
weaving their own loin cloths by hand, 
with machines of a thousand years 
ago. 

It won’t help India in the long run, 
but It Is now Injuring Britain's textile 
Industries and impoverishing workers 
in Lancashire. 

Gandhi, asked to relent and lift the 
boycott temporarily, giving the Eng- 
lish workers a chance to earn wages, 
replies: ”>v» India is worse off than 
Lancashire." 

There Is determination in that little, 
half-starved man. But making men 
spend three or four days weaving by 
hand cloth that can be bought In Lan- 
cashire for ten cents is not the road 
to prosperity for India. 

New York State appoints a "big 
three” to spend twenty millions on 
unemployment relief. To avoid any 
dole, no money will be paid except for 
labor. No work, no cash. 

But politicians can make wuges very 
much like the dole and as painless. 

In New York’s suburbs five gentle- 
men were "working for wages” cut- 
ting grass along a public highway. Of 
the five who had bought four automo- 
biles, one, at 10 In the morning, sat 
in his cur; two leaned ngainst that 
car In deep discussion, and two swung 
their scythes languidly against the 
weeds und grass, uctually earning, per- 
haps, 4 cents an hour in gentle exer- 
cise, good for the abdominal muscles.

Another Old Industry 

Lost t« Great Britain 

One of the oldest and most plctur 
esque industries in Britain Is the 
preparation of wond ns a dye. Now- 
adays, the manufacture of tills dye 
has fallen into decay through the com- 
petition of Indigo in its markets. 

But Its history goes back to the time 
when It wns used as war paint by the 
British warriors who fought under 
Bondicea against the Romans. And, 
in modern times, li was employed for 
a period In dyeing the uniforms of 
policemen, sailors and officers in the 
Guards. 

The plant from which the dye is 
made is of a bluish-green color, rather! 
like that of spinach, and possesses a, 
yellow flower. It Is crushed to pulp| 
by huge wheels revolving on thestonoi 
floor of a wond mill. 

The wheels are rotated around cen-' 
trnl posts by horses. When the horses' 
hnve gone round with the wheels aj 
certain number of times, the pulp is 
scooped out by workmen, and rolled j 
on n board into lumps about the size. 

Dutch cheeses. After drying for; 
three months in special drying sheds,,' 
these lumps shrink to the size ofj 
baseballs. 

These are then crushed down, and! 
mixed with water, after which they 
undergo a process of fermentation, to 
get rid of certain vegetable elements 
which spoil the purity of the dye. 


Water, in Middle Ages, 

Drunk Only as Penance 

In his volume, “The English Medi- 
eval Feast,” William Edward Mend 
sets fortli a myriad of curious fncts 
about the eating habits of those val- 
iant trenchermen, the Anglo-Saxons of 
the Middle ages. Gastronomical hab- 
its of the period, ho shows, were based 
more often on necessity nrislng from 
conditions under which they lived tlmn 
from national Idiosyncrasies, but many 
of them survive in some form in pres- 
ent-day recipes. 

It is staggering to compute the 
amount of beverages (water excepted) 
that wns regarded then as an average 
day’s ration In a single household. At 
one feast lasting n week in the home 
of t he Archbishop Neville, brother of 
the “kingmaker.” for Instance, the 
guests were provided with the equivn- 
ent of 13.000 dozen of wine and 7f»,G00 
gallons of nle, lie states. The small 
household of the earl of Northumber- 
land accounted annually for 1,100 
dozen of wine and 42.000 gallons of 
ale. 

Water In those times wns drunk 
only ns a penance, and was known 
commonly ns “rot-gut stulT." Since 
sanitation was entirely outside the 
ken of the wisest men of the age, and 
tlie quality of any water used for 
drinking likely to lie extremely Infe- 
rior, it was a wise enough precaution 
to ignore It.

which it can soar, nre mentioned more) 
often than any of the others. Alexan- ( 
der Spnint, Jr., writer for the Amer- 
ican Forestry association, says that the 
dove is mentioned 35 times and the ! 
eagle 32.

hen, owl, pigeon, sparrow, stork, peli- 
can, quail, swallow, vulture, ostrich,' 
bittern, peacock, cormorant, crane, par-j 
tridge, ofilfrage, osprey, kite, cuckoo,;

bem, swan and gier eagle. i 


Tripper* to Sorrento 

Older than Rome, Sorrento, in Italy, 
goes back to the day of Greek my- 
thology. It was a Phoenician colony 
older than Tyre. Its name came from 
the famous sirens, and its power to 
lure men, and women, too, is as great 
today. Here Tasso was born, and here 
lived Goethe, Gorki, Marlon Crawford 
and many others. Ibsen stayed at a 
little inn on the Cor&o Umberto and 
finished his “Peer Gynt," and wrotei 
“Ghosts” here. Wagnvr, Byron, Scott,! 
Cooper, Dumns, Verdi, Renan, Long- 
fellow, Bulwer-Lytton. Heyse, Wilde, 
and Nietzsche all have made this trip, 
so lovely is the lihle town of the 
sirens by the sea. 


Ancient “Tray Shooting’* 

The origin of trap shooting may be 
traced to the ancient pastime of pop- 
injay shooting, a game practiced by 
the ancient Greeks and the expert bow- 
men of medieval times, wrote W, \V. 
Greener, in “The Gun and Its Devel- 
opment." The popinjay was a stuffed 
parrot or fowl placed at the top of a 
pole, and used as a turget ; In some In- 
stances u living bird wns used, a cer- 
tain amount of liberty being given to 
it by the length o* the cord used to 
secure It to the pole. Homer, in 
the “Iliad,” mentions popinjay shoot- 
ing, a dove being the target.

The Woman’s Association of Cen- 
tral Church held the first meetiug of 
the season on Wednesday, Oct. 7th. 
During the morning the members en- 
gaged in sewing and the making of 
surgical dressings under the direction 
of Mrs. George W. Aurvansen and 
Mrs. A. E. Vose. Over 140 attended 
the luncheon prepared by Mrs. F. C. 
Bassett and her committee and served 
by Mrs. E. L. Nichols and the serving 
committee. Mrs. Charles W. Stewart 
read some verses from the book of 
Joshua and Mrs. C. G. Edwards played 
during the singing of a hymn. The 
president. Mrs. R. E. Chambers, in- 
troduced Mr. and Mrs. Merrill who 
spoke friendly words of greeting. A 
letter from Miss Abbe Wallace was 
read by Mrs. A. H. Decatur and other 
letters, including one from Mrs. Bridg- 
man of South Africa, were read by 
Mrs. D. Brewer Eddy. 

Dr. W. J. Jamison of Ceylon, now 
on furlough at Auburndale, gave a 
very interesting address and answered 
questions. He explained why mis- 
sionaries make less reference than for- 
merly to conversions. He showed 
that often publicity was unwise, as 
the matter was a personal one and in- 
volved family relationships. A young 
person might be living the Christian 
life and hoping to influence her fam- 
ily to become Christians, and waiting 
for them before she took the stand 
publicly. The spontaneous type of 
conversion is not common. It is 
rather a process — the story not yet 
finished. He compared the attitude 
of the people with that of fifty years 
ago when Christians were persecuted 
and the term “foreign devil’’ frequent- 
ly heard. Not so today. The Hindu 
temple worship is losing its hold and 
more and more their religion has 
come to mean relationship with God. 
Dr. Jamison felt that the educational 
work was partly responsible for the 
growing spirit of nationalism In In- 
dia and that the country needs more 
than ever the enlightenment which 
will teach them how to use their in- 
dependence when it comes. India will 
be a menace or a help in her rela- 
tions with the nations of the world. 

In regard to his own medical work 
Dr. Jamison told of the changes that 
had taken place during his nine years 
in Manepay. From mud huts the 
equipment has advanced to a hospital 
building in which from four to five 
thousand patients have been treated, 
and a dispensary which reaches 30,000 
people annually. He is assisted by a 
staff of 50 nurses. This work is lo- 
cally supported, the government con- 
tributing. and the patients paying fees 
ranging from five cents to seventeen 
dollars. The need for medical work 
in India is stupendous as the tropical 
diseases are prevalent and there is 
but one doctor to 15,000 people. And 
as the doctors are more often in the 
cities there are practically 100,000,- 
000 without medical aid. Dr. Jamison 
had faith in the gospel of healing 
and education as expressing truly the 
spirit of Jesus.

SAFETY AND LAW OBSERVANCE. 
Mrs. Robert J. Uulbert, State chair- 
man. makes her initial bow in double 
capacity of Committee on Safety and 
Law Observance, stating that the 
trend of the news makes Clubwomen 
aware that tlie whole question of law 
is on trial, with the disregard of the 
prohibition law engendering a disre- 
gard of all laws. Quite apart from ar- 
guing tlie merits or demerits of Pro- 
hibition — which amendment, however, 
the State Federation and the General 
Federation lias again and again gone 
on record as approving — Mrs. Culbert 
reiterates the fact that the Eighteenth 
Amendment is still a part of our Con- 
stitution. and while the law is in our 
statutes, there is but one attitude — 
ABSOLUTE OBEDIENCE TO THE 
LAW. She cites the Wickersham Re- 
port as decidedly worthy of consid- 
eration. and states that a copy of it 
may be obtained from tlie Superin- 
tendent of Documents. Washington. 
D. U.. for 15 cents a copy. This Re- 
port is said to have stirred the na- 
tion more than any other series of 
studies for a generation. 

In the matter of the other half of 
her committee activities. Mrs. Culbert 
appeals for co-operation in the Gen- 
eral Federation’s Campaign of “Safe- 
ty Mindedness." Confronted with the 
appalling fact that in 1930, 32.500 peo- 
ple lost their lives in the United 
States in traffic accidents, most of 
which could have been prevented easi- 
ly. Mrs. Culbert challenges the wom- 
en of America to rectify the situution.

Third Quarter 

Newton opened the second halt 
with its starting line-up except Per- 
kins was at end for Marr. Cam- 
bridge kicked off and Mullen run the 
ball back 15 yards to bis 12-yard line. 
Two plays gained little and Huston 
kicked to tin* Cantab 21-yard line and 
Perkins and Giles smothered the safe- 
ly man in bis tracks. Carchia lost a 
yard and LaRonde, who was now 
playing quarterback for the Cantabs, 
punted and Mullen ran it back 15 
yards to the 32-yard line. Mullen 
made eight yards at tackle and New- 
ton was again threatening. Huston 
carried on the next play, broke 
through tackle, cut back and raced 
over the goalline for a pretty 24-yard 
run. His mates cleaned out perfectly 
for him and the visitors could not lay 
a hand on the Newton ace.

A Huston pass to Perkins, who 
tiad a clear field, almost succeeded 
and it was the visitors’ ball on their 
35-yard line. Nichols, playing half- 
hack for Cambridge, made live yards 
on two line plays and LaRonde kicked 
to Huston who was nailed on the 
Newton 40-yard mark. Newton began 
a march which Cambridge could not 
stop. A double criss-cross from 
Duane to Huston to Mullen netted 17 
yards for a first down on the Cam- 
bridge 43.

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Col. Sanford E. Thompson Delivers 
Address Before Cincinnati C. of C. 

“Stepping Toward Prosperity” Is Subject Of Local Man And 
Well Known Engineer 


At a meeting of the Cincinnati 
Chamber of Commerce on Tuesday of 
this week Sanford E. Thompson of 
Walnut street, Newton Highlands, 
delivered an address on “Stepping 
Toward Prosperity.” Col. Thompson 
can spoak with authority not only be- 
cause of the long and wide experience 
as a professional engineer, president 
of The Thompson & Lichtner Co., 
Inc., which gives him contact with 
the foremost industrial executives all 
over the country, but also because 
of his relations to national activities 
and his foreign travels. He served as 
a member of the Hoover Committee 
on Elimination of Waste in Industry 
following the Great War and a mem- 
ber of the Economic Advisory Com- 
mittee of President Harding’s unem- 
ployment conference. More recently 
lie supervised for his firms of en- 
gineers various researches in busi- 
ness economics including the devel- 
opment of a plan for the 20th Cen- 
tury Fund. Inc. He is a member at 
present of several of the Conferences 
studying the depression. 

Col. Thompson starts off with the 
hold statement that the turning point 
in business has arrived provided re- 
cent far sighted actions of the presi- 
dent are supplemented by actions of 
the people leading in the same direc- 
tion. 

He states that the president has 
struck at the prime cause of the dif- 
ficulties with a remedy that fits the 
disease. He says: 

"The effect of these actions of the 
President is two-fold: 

“First, they constitute the initia- 
tion of practical policies. 

“Second, they exert a psychological 
optimism leading to individual and 
group action. 

“Industry can be affected but slow- 
ly. We must maintain public con- 
fidence already created by construc- 
tive action on our part leading to the 
same end,— a diversion of money in- 
to channels which will lead to pur- 
chases to be reflected in returning 
production and employment. 

“It is being recognized gradually as 
the days are passing that while over- 
expansion in business was an impor- 
tant factor at the beginning of the 
depression — as it was a factor in the 
depression ten years ago — the real 
seat of the difficulty, as has been 
brought out so effectively by Mr. Wil- 
liam T. Foster, has been one of money 
and finance and this has been the re- 
tarding influence in recovery. 

“The President has taken the ini- 
tiative in the formation of the super- 
banking corporation. He has taken 
the initiative in the treatment of the 


.real estate and housing situation — a 
factor only second to the banking 
plan. He is preparing to tackle the 
international situation. He has done 
all of this with the unanimous appro- 
val of the business and political lend- 
ers of our nation. 

“To appreciate the significance of 
these two statesman-like actions we 
must recognize the fact that the ulti- 
mate outcome of these achievements 
should lead to a diversion of the main- 
spring of business — money — into 
channels leading eventually to an in- 
crease in the buying power of the gen- 
eral public. 

"But the President cannot produce 
results alone. The success of this 
movement depends not only upon our 
banks, although they hold a master- 
key. but upon the practical accept- 
ance of the principle involved, by our 
business men, by our men of wealth 
and, in fact, by every man and wom- 
an in the country. It is up to us all 
to see that surplus money is distrib- 
uted, and promptly distributed, in a 
way that will make for increasing pur- 
chases, acceleration of production, 
and more and more employment: in 
a way, in other words, that will put 
our idle men to work.” 

Col. Thompson then proceeds to dis- 
cuss the fundamental causes of the 
depression and the basie elements in- 
volved in the recovering. He refers 
to the absurdity, with the needs for 
goods so apparent and the same peo- 
ple who need them ready to make 
these goods, of laying the depression 
either to over-production or over-con- 
sumption. 

Instead he would lay the chief blame 
for the continuance of the depression 
as does Mr. Williams T. Foster of 
Foster and Catchings to the stagna- 
tion and instability of money. At the 
same time he appreciates the vital 
importance of planning for business 
stability. He points out the fact that 
production is the only source of our 
wealth and that the reason why the 
United States is wealthier than the 
countries of Europe and Asia is its 
great productive capacity. He says: 

“Now let us try to cut out the im- 
material elements and see if we can 
trace the major factors affecting the 
situation down to a few basic princi- 
ples. 

“In the first place, is Production. 
The source of our wealth is work. 
And this is the only source. If Rob- 
inson Crusoe, on his island, and with 
all his natural resources, had not 
worked, he would have starved. The 
measure of his prosperity was due 
(Continued on Page 6)

Claims Against 

City Are Aired 

At Hearings Held By Claims And 
Rules Committee 

The Claims and Rules Committee of 
the Aldermen gave hearings on Oc- 
tober 7th to a number of persons who 
have entered claims against the City 
of Newton. Nepthali Forte of 76 
Webster park. West Newton, and 
Mrs. Vashtt Waters of 111 Webster 
pnrk ask damages for losses sustained 
when a valve in a fire hydrant went 
askew, causing said hydrant to do a 
hula-hula with the result that the 
agitation transmitted along the sur- 
rounding territory broke water pipes 
in Mr. Forte’s and Mrs. Waters’ resi- 
dences. The hydrant had been 
opened for flushing purposes and dur- 
ing the temporary absence of the Wa- 
ter Department the valve went wrong 
and the hydrant did its stuff. 

Archie Appleyard of Elgin street, 
Newton Centre, told the committee 
of damages to ceilings at bis home 
when Water Department employees 
were blasting a ledge In the street 
near bis home. Dr. James Lacail- 
laide of Kent street. Brookline, and 
Roy Chamberlain of Nobscot road. 
Newton Centre, asked damages for 
repairs to their automobiles which 
went Into a depression on Hammond 
street on the afternoon of August 12. 
Some days before this dote a trench 
dug by tlie Water Department bad 
been filled and apparently had set- 
tled. But, on August 12 a heavy rain 
caused this trench to sink several 
inches suddenly with the results that 
the tires on the two automobiles were 
spoiled. 

Harriet Remick of Institution av- 
enue, Newton Centre, asked damages 
for injuries received when she fell 
on a sidewalk on Union street. She 
was advised that the place on the 
sidewalk where she fell is not on city 
property, but is privately owned. 


R. F. BABSON ADDRESSES STU- 
DENT MINISTERS 

“The time is coming when you as 
ministers will have to take a stand 
on the question of profit — that money 
can be used to build or to destroy.” 
Roger F. Bahson, ot Bahson Institute 
in Wellsley Hills told the student body 
of the Andover-Newton Theological 
School in chapel. “In my humble 
opinion, what has happened in Russia 
will happen all over the world and 
the stand you take will decide 
whether or not you will he thrown 
Into the discard hs the Russian 
priesthood has,” Bahson concluded. 

He gave an interesting description 
of the work being done by the Con- 
gregational Commission on Church 
Attendance. To the prospective min- 
isters and directors of religious ed- 
ucation Mr. Bahson gave his opinion 
as to four essentials for improving 
church attendance: 1. Ministers must 
preach in a language the people in the 
pews can understand; 2, Church mem- 
bers must prove to he better people 
in their business and social relations 
than those who huve no connection 
with the churches; 3. Ministers must 
try to get hack the Christian influence 
in the Christian home; 4. Make 
church perform greater social and 
economic service in the communi- 
ties. 

Mr. Bahson was introduced by 
President Everett C. Herrick as a 
neighbor and friend of Andover-New- 
ton.

Waban Residents At 
Wilde Road Hearing 

City Asked To Improve Street Con- 
ditions There 

Residents of Wilde. Alban and Va- 
riek roads in Wuhan came to City 
Hull on Wednesday evening to dis- 
cuss the matter of grading and ac- 
cepting those streets and building a 
drain to prevent the flooding of Wilde 
road. Tills latter street, for the past 
year or more has been turned into a 
small pond after every heavy rain 
and after snow has thawed in the 
winter months. Part of Wilde road 
forms a basin which receives the 
drainage from adjoining streets and 
land. A couple of years ago a va- 
cant lot near the road, which formerly 
served as a receptacle for the drain- 
uge. was developed and since that 
time the street has frequently become 
so flooded that the Engine 1 of the 
Fire Department has been brought up 
from Newton Corner on several occa- 
sions to pump out the lower part of 
the road. Cellars have been flooded 
and lust winter a small child broke 
through ice on the street, while coast- 
ing, and was nearly drowned. 

The only way the street can be 
drained is by the construction of a 
drain which will go down Wilde road, 
thence along Alban and Varick roads 
to the Charles River. This drain 
must go underneath the old Sudbury 
aqueduct and at one point an ex- 
cavation 22 feet deep will have to he 
made. It will he an unusually ex- 
pensive project and the Aldermen 
have decided that the cost of the 
drain should he borne largely by the 
city as a public improvement. It has 
been estimated that the city should 
pay $23,627 as its share towards the 
cost of building this drain. In con- 
junction with the construction of this 
drain, It is proposed to grade, im- 
prove and accept, under the Better- 
ment Law, the three roads. 

All the residents on Wilde Road, in- 
cluding those who live at the high 
part of tlie street, and who have not 
been affected by the flooding of the 
road, favor the improvement. Resi- 
dents on Alban road are opposed to 
the project. They contend that they 
should not he assessed to help pay 
for the draining of Wilde road, and 
they do not want their street im- 
proved. The Wilde road residents ar- 
gued that much of the water which 
floods their street, comes from Alban 
road, and the property owners on that 
street should bear some share in re- 
lieving the intolerable situation there. 


CITY EMPLOYEES RETIRED 


John J. Murphy of 89 Crafts street. 
Newtonville. for 34 years employed at 
the Crafts street stable of the Street 
Department has been retired on a pen- 
sion. He has reached the retirement 
age of 65. John H. Lane of 863 Wal- 
nut street. Newton Highlands has al- 
so had liis application for retirement 
approved by Mayor Weeks. He is 57 
years of age and had been employed 
at the Eliot street stables of the 
Street Department for 17 years. He 
was injured in the performance of 
duty several years ago and is retired 
because of disability. 


NEWTON YOUTH HAS INFANTILE 
PARALYSIS 


Kenneth P. Lane of West Newton, 
a student at Colby College. Water- 
ville, Maine, was taken to the col- 
lege infirmary on Saturday, October 
10. ill with infantile paralysis. The 
youth, who is 19 years of age, had 
one leg affected, hut the college phy- 
sician stated that he believed the 
case to he a light one. Word from 
Waterville on Wednesday stated that 
Lane had considerably improved.

Confer On Traffic 

At Newton Corner 

Aldcrmnnlc Committee Meets With 
Traffic Expert 


On last Wednesday night Lewis E 
Moore of Newtonville. who was re- 
tained by Mayor Weeks to make rec- 
ommendations on traffic and parking 
conditions at Newton Corner, ap- 
peared before the Claims and Rules 
Committee of the Aldermen, by re- 
quest. and explained his plans. The 
only new feature presented bv Mr. 
Moore, other than the plans which 
have been given in detail in previous 
issues of the GRAPHIC, was the 
recommendation that Boston hound 
cars of the Boston Elevated stop to 
take on passengers on Centre street 
about opposite 307. the Newton Cor- 
ner Men’s Shop, instead of In Nonan- 
tum Square, where the traffic island 
is located. Mr. Moore advocates this 
change because he thinks it would be 
better for the cars to take on pas- 
sengers before entering the square. 
He believes that outbound Elevated 
cars should continue to stop at the 
same location as they now stop — in 
Nonantum Square. 

Alderman Powers raised the objec- 
tion that if the inbound cars stopped 
at the location proposed hv Mr. Moore. 
Jefferson street would he blocked 
when 2 or 3 car trains are used, and 
.as Centre street at this point nar- 
rows. traffic congestion would result. 
Ex-Alderman John Madden, who was 
present as chairman of the commit- 
tee appointed by the Newton Busi- 
ness Associates to study the Newton 
Corner parking situation, told the 
committee that the cars should stop 
in the same place where they now 
stop, and where they have stopped 
since the electric car service was 
started between Newton and Boston 
— in the wide part of Nonantum 
Square. Mr. Madden also stated that 
the Middlesex & Boston buses should 
continue to stop in front of the Stev- 
ens Building. Mr. Moore's recom- 
mendation is t hat these busses wait 
on Pearl street and make a tempor- 
ary stop in front of the Stevens 
Building. Mr. Madden agreed that the 
busses might wait on Pearl street, but 
that they should have their regular 
terminal in front of the Stevens 
Building, as they now have.

Auburndale Residents Object To 

Change Of Land To Business Zone 

Many Attend Hearing on Petition Regarding Land At Com- 
monwealth Ave. and Washington St. 


A large group of Auburndale resi- 
dents appeared at City Hall on Octo- 
ber 7th to attend the hearing held 
on the petition of Robert F. Ander- 
son asking that land hounded by 
Commonwealth avenue, Washington 
street and Bonnar circle to be changed 
from single residence to business zone. 
James P. Gallagher represented the 
petitioner and told the members of 
the Claims and Rules Committee of 
the Aldermen, before whom the 
hearing was held, the lot at the cor- 
ner of Washington street and Com- 
monwealth avenue Is unfit for resi- 
dential purposes because of the large 
amount of automobile traffic which 
passes this intersection day and 
night. He argued that to continue 
this lot in its present zoning amounts 
almost to confiscation. He stated 
that there seems to be some appre- 
hension that a gasoline filling station 
is planned on the site in question, 
hut his client had told him that a 
business block would be erected on 
the locus. Mr. Gallagher stated that 
the owners of a two-family house on 
Commonwealth avenue, located 
next to tiie lot which is owned by 
Anderson, favor the zoning change. 

Alderman Smith of Auburndale 
asked Mr. Gallagher if the owners of 
this two-family house had not been 
assured that a filling station would 
be built on the Anderson lot if the 
zoning change were made, and had 
favored the change on the supposi- 
tion that the corner would be kept 
open through the establishment of a 
filling station there. Gallagher re- 
plied by asking Smith if he was in- 
timating that the signatures had been 
obtained through misrepresentation. 
The Ward 4 Alderman answered that 
he was not intimating anything but 
he had been told by a friend of the 
party interested in having the zone 
changed that the persons owning the 
two-family house had been informed 
the intent is to build a filling station 
on the corner. 

George N. Goddard of 132 Winde- 
mere rd. objected strongly to the pro- 
posed change. He said such a peti- 
tion concerns every property owner 
in the city. The zoning ordinance 
had been adopted to assure people in 
Newton that the residential nature 
of neighborhoods shall not be changed 
by the intrusion of small blocks of 
stores and filling stations. The citv 
must act in good faith and not allow 


this neighborhood to be impaired. Mr. 
Goddard stated that a number of at- 
tractive residences have been erect- 
ed in this section the past few years 
and it would be unfair to change the 
character of the whole neighborhood 
to allow one person to make some 
private gain. He characterized the 
petition as an attempt to defeat the 
zoning ordinance and he asserted that 
if the ordinance is not worth any- 
thing it ought to repealed. He said 
that everyone on Windemere and 
Woodland roads is opposed to the 
change and he called attention to the 
fact that one of the two stores in the 
business block on the opposite corner 
of Washington street and Common- 
wealth avenue Is vacant. This Is evi- 
dence there is no local demand for 
stores In the neighborhood. The 
change would lower property values 
in the neighborhood. Mr. Goddard 
argued that the statement made by 
the attorney for the petitioner that 
“the corner isn’t a proper place for 
a residence” does not correctly rep- 
resent fact, as there are attractive 
residences on both sides of Common- 
wealth avenue and Washington street, 
adjoining. 

Guy Winslow agreed with the re- 
marks made by Mr. Goddard. He said 
he did not appear to make a personal 
objection or to represent Lasell 
Seminary, but in behalf of persons 
whose properties would be affected 
adversely. Several other residents of 
the district voiced their objections 
and on a showing of hands over 30 
persons manifested their protest 
against the proposed change. Ben- 
nett Rockman of Newton Centre, who 
is interested in the business develop- 
ment of the corner in question, was 
an interested spectator.

The Newton High school football 
team faros more or loss of a soft spot 
in if s schedule tomorrow afternoon 
meeting Quincy High at the Dickln- 
son Stadium field at Newtonville In 
its third straight home game of the 
season. The “breathing spell’’ is 
more than welcome, coming ns it 
does between the Everett contest ami 
the Somerville combat, which tills 
year looms ns one of the most im- 
portant Suburban league games the 
local outfit will have. Quincy has 
played four games to date, opening 
its schedule a week previous to New- 
ton. and has won two and lost two. 
It 1ms defeated Abington High. 7 to 
6. and Weymouth High, 26 to 6, but 
has lost to the strong Melrose eleven, 
26 to 0, and to New Bedford High, 
32 to 6. for a total of 39 points 
against 70 for its opponents com- 
bined. In all but its game with Mel- 
rose the Granite City outfit has 
scored, showing it has some offensive 
strength. Apparently its defensive 
strength is at a low ebb as all four 
opponents have scored. The eleven 
is coached by Jimmy LeCaln, former 
Tufts athlete. Much Interest abounds 
in Quincy in soccer and cross-country 
running which has had some effect 
upon the calibre of football teams in 
that city for several years. 

Coach Ralph Sanborn of the New- 
ton team should have a welcome op- 
portunity to give his reserve material 
good tryout as the local first 
stringers would seem to carry too 
much for the Quincy team. All of 
the locals came out of the Everett 
game in good shape which speaks 
well for the training of the Newton 
squad in the hands of Frank Sim- 
mons.

Throughout the initial period play 
was largely far from either goalline 
except on one occasion when a 
“clipping” penalty set Newton back 
to their 6 yard mark. Huston kicked 
out of danger. At the end of the 
second session Newton threatened. 
A short Everett kick bounded hack 
wards to give Newton tlie ball deep 
in Everett territory. With Warren 
Huston on the throwing end and Mul- 
len and Blackler on tlie receiving end 
two passes brought Newton into the 
shadow or Everett’s goal. But the 
stop-watch halted Newton on the 
threshold, ending the half. 

On the second play of the third 
period Everett scored and Gagliardi 
added tlie point. The Everett score 
aroused Newton and shortly after- 
wards they staged a series of passes; 
well mixed with line plays to march 
to the Everett 20-yard line as the • 
period ended. Continuing their meth- 
od ol’ attack another pass produced the 
score on tlie third play of tlie final, 
session. The try at the point by | 
Huston just barely missed and New- 
ton was still a point shy or tying) 
the count. Undaunted they kept right 
on trying up to the final play hut 
couldn’t quite make it. In addition 
to their chance to score at the close; 
of tlie first half, they had another 
opportunity near the end of the 
game. A well placed kick by Blackler 
and a holding penalty put Everett 
hack to within a few feet or their 
goal. A blocked kick might have 
produced a touchdown or at least a 
safety and the winning points, but 
the Everett line rose to the occasion 
and successfully defended tlieir 
kicker. 

A few statistics on the game, in ad- 
dition to the first downs, show that 
Newton threw no less than 26 passes. 
Just half of these were completed for 
a total yardage of 151 yards. Ten 
were incomplete and two were inter- 
cepted by Everett. Tlie other resulted 
in a 20 yard gain for Newton when 
interference was ruled against Ever- 
ett for knocking Perkins down. Ev- 
erett threw six forward passes and 
one lateral. The latter gained eight 
yards. Of tlie passes three were com- 
pleted for 27 yards gain, two were 
incompleted, and one was intercepted 
by Mullen of Newton. Newton backs 
rushed the hall 33 times for a net 
gain of 49 yards while Everett 
rushed 25 times for a total gain of 
just 3 yards. Time after time the 
Newton linemen and especially Lev- 
enson, Gulian, Perkins and Patter- 
son were spilling the interference 
and the hall carrier behind the line 
of scrimmage. Huston had a little 
tlie better of his punting duel with 
Bleiler of Everett. But much of what 
Newton gained in the above ways was 
offset by a total of 115 yards in penal- 
ties as against 36 1-2 for Everett. 
Three major penalties, two for clip- 
ping and one for holding cost the locul 
team 65 yards while offside play and 
incompleted passes each brought 25 
yard totals. Everett drew one major 
penalty for holding and three for off- 
side. One penalty came for taking too 
much time in putting the hall in play. 
The l 1-2 yard penalty came as tlie 
result of a substitute talking before 
a play had been run off. That dis- 
tance huppened to he half the distance 
to the goul as the holding penalty, 
coming near the close of tlie gumu, 
hud set Everett buck to their 3 yard 
line.

Schwerdt was tossed for a two 
yard loss and an Everett offside on the 
next play set them back five more 
yards. Gagliardi could make no head- 
way and kicked to Huston who sig- 
nalled a fair catch on his 22-yard 
line. A double criss-cross to Mullen 
lost three yards when his interference 
was piled up in front of him, but 
Duane got it hack with a line buck. 
Huston kicked to Polonsky on the Ev- 
erett 45 and Giles dropped him in his 
tracks. Falzone made a yard at tack- 
le. A Polansky to Schwerdt pass was 
grounded and on tlie next play Fal- 
zone fumbled but recovered with a 
loss or a yard. Gagliardi kicked to 
Mullen.

Fourth Period 

Huston smashed tackle for five 
more yards but Blackler failed to gain. 
Huston tossed a pass over the line to 
Blackler. The Newton back and two 
Everett defenders readied for the ball 
but Blackler snared it right on the 
goal and right out of the two Everett 
players’ hands for a touchdown. Hus- 
ton’s try at goal was a foot to the left 
of tlie posts and Everett held a one- 
point edge. Mullen ran back Gag- 
liurdi’s kickoff 20 yards to liis 33. Hus- 
ton got through left tackle for nine 
yards. A pass to Blackler was in- 
complete but Huston made it first 
down with a three-yard line buck. 
Duane gained a foot and then Huston 
tossed another pass to Perkins for 
23 yards and a first down on the Ev- 
erett 33. Duane hit the line for a 
yard. Truman stopped Newton’s ad- 
vance by intercepting a pass and run- 
ning it hack 15 yards to the Newton 
40. Gagliardi made three yards with 
Duane tossing him outside. Mullen 
ran Gagliardi's kick back 5 yards to 
his 30-yard stripe.

Business men and residents of 
Newton Corner are complaining about 
the hardships they are suffering as a 
result of the occupancy of the streels 
by the big water pipes which are to 
he placed in the Metropolitan water 
main. The merchants say they are- 
doing little or no business while tho 
pipes are preventing parking of au- 
tomobiles. Householders can’t get 
coal delivered to their homes and 
one family which intended to move 
this month will have to remain In 
its present home, because the street 
is closed to traffic. The contractor 
laying the section of the main be- 
tween Newtonville and Newton has 
made much better progress than the 
contractor laying the main between 
West Newton and Newtonville. The 
closing of the Lowell avenue bridge 
has caused serious inconvenience and 
this part of the trench should he 
filled at once and the bridge opened 
again to traffic. 

One reader of the GRAPHIC writes 
protesting against the Commonwealth 
tearing up the streets in this city, 
and asserting that the State ought to 
pay damages to Newton for the in- 
convenience which this big project 
has caused and is causing. This New- 
tonian asks why Newton should suf- 
fer because or a water main laid here 
to supply other parts of Greater Bos- 
ton. Newton would receive little con- 
sideration from the Commonwealth if 
it sought damages because of the lay- 
ing of the big main through this 
city. Cities and towns are subordin- 
ate to the State on projects of this 
scope. 

We agree with the writer that too 
much leeway has been given on this 
big job. Had there been proper co- 
operation between Metropolitan Dis- 
trict officials, city officials and the 
contractors, business people and resi- 
dents of Newton would have been 
much less inconvenienced. To start 
with— the business district at West 
Newton should not have been clutt- 
ered up with huge pipes for several 
weeks before any work was done on 
the digging of the big trench which 
contained them. There should have 
been better coordination with the 
public utility companies in replacing 
conduits and pipes which would have 
permitted the refilling of the trench 
instead of leaving it open for weeks' 
after the pipes had been laid. The 


POLICE NEWS 


A very fine distinction was made in 
the Newton Court on Wednesday 
when Aaron Andrew, 29, of 16 Inter- 
vale street, Roxbury, was found not 
guilty of bribing a police officer. On 
Sunday afternoon, September 6. Mo- 
torcycle Officer James Goddard of the 
Newton police observed a car speed 
ing along Commonwealth avenue,' Au- 
burndale. Goddard chased the car 
and caught It after It had crossed 
the bridge at Norumhega and was on 
the Weston side. The onr was driven 
by Andrew’s brother on the latter’s 
license. Andrew told the policeman 
that he was on Ills way to Springfield 
to visit his child, who is a patient in 
the Shriner’s Hospital there. He 
then offered the officer $5. Goddard 
told Andrew to drive hack to the 
bridge where the latter passed the 
officer $5 in the presence of Patrol- 
man Cronin. The arrest followed. 

In court Andrew told Judge Bacon 
that he had asked Goddard, after the 
latter stopped him, when he would 
have to appear In court, and the of- 
ficer replied, "In about a week or 
10 days.” According to Andrew he 
gave the $5, not as a bribe, hut as a 
reward for not having to come into 
court the day following his apprehen- 
sion by the officer, which would have 
Interfered with his trip to Springfield. 
Judge Bacon remarked that he would 
have to find Andrew guilty, but after 
Attorney William Hayden had plead- 
ed that the presentation of the $5 
should be considered as a reward for 
not bringing Andrew into court on 
September 7. rather than as a bribe 
to drop the speeding charge, the 
judge found Aaron not guilty. Judge 
Bacon told Goddard he was justified 
in bringing Andrew into court.

CHURCH SCHOOL COURSES 


The Protestant churches of Wal- 
tham.

And 
with the appalling number of automo- 
bile fatalities, deplored by the Her- 
ald. as well as other newspapers, it 
would be more to President Hoover’s 
credit if he showed less desire to 
travel at high speeds in automobiles. 
He certainly is not setting a good 
example In this respect.

The Family Album 
The old family album — how odd the 
word "album" seems these days — 
isn't displayed on the center tnble 
any more. I have an Idea it passed 
out with the use of the word "par- 
lor.” When houses began to have 
‘living rooms" they took on a new* 
Arrangement. Bric-a-brac no longer 
ornamented the whatnot because both 
had been relegated to oblivion, more 
or less permanent. Of course some 
dear, old-fashioned folks” — that’s 
how they Earned tho appellation -were 
reluctant to make so radical a move 
and allowed their sentimental emo- 
tions to overcome them. In these 
homes the family album was retained 
some years after it had been declared 
out-of-date. Possibly there are those 
who could on short notice produce 
the treasured collection of photo- 
graphs now hut most people would 
have to hunt high and low, more 
likely high — the attic for example — to 
prove they possessed this relic of the 
Victorian era. 

The volume Itself was available to 
all callers. Those who came on a 
"visit” were expected to devote a 
good part of the time to sitting down, 
wit li the embossed leather volume on 
their knees, unclasp the ornamental 
brass catch, and gaze upon the work 
of the photographers of bygone years. 
"How funny," the young people 
shrieked at mother’s picture, with 
father standing behind her chair. 
“Such a get-up,” they chorused at the 
dress of 40 and more years past. Some 
of tiie photographer's subjects laughed 
themselves for "things w*ere so differ- 
ent then.” And yet, each picture had 
a story or two that went with it and 
maybe brought a tear to those who re- 
membered. Ridicule and indifference 
sealed the fate of the family album. 

Ft had a meaning in its day and is 
not to he placed even now in the same 
category us the comic strip published 
in the dully newspapers, though some 
would have us so regard it. 

The era of "snapshots", which fol- 
lowed was a tribute to the “family 
photographer", who. with all the en- 
thusiasm of an amateur, “took” all 
the family in groups and singly, the 
dog, the house, visitors and others. 
These are still popular, too, but the 
biggest change of all is the home 
movie camera. Now* we set up a 
screen in the living room, adjust the 
projector, and take the reels from the 
circular tin cans and everything is in 
readiness for the electric current. In 
another instant we are “off," and 
there are unwound "shots” oi the fam- 
ily members doing stunts or merely 
bowing and smiling. Trips to the 
country or the seashore are portrayed 
with all the vividness of the cinema.

solely to the extent of Ills productiv- 
ity. 

"Following production must he an 
even flow of the right products to in- 
sure a stable distribution. This must 
he guaranteed to take care of the 
practically unlimited demand to which 
I have referred. There must be a de- 
velopment of planning and control on 
a national scale. We may call this 
Stabilization. If Crusoe hud built sky- 
scrapers instead of raising food to eut, 
lu* would liuve starved. If lie luui 
spent all of his time raising crops, ho 
would have had no clothes to wear 
nor houses to live in. Instead he 
planned Ills exertions to give him Just 
exactly whut lie needed for necessi- 
ties und comfort." 

“In the third pluce but of primary 
Importance to the individual Is the 
Distribution of Returns from indus- 
try. — The splitting of these returns be- 
tween the investor and the workers 
and tin* consumer. If the investor, 
whether ho ho u hunk or un Invest-

and use it for consumption. 

Second, Promote inherent honesty 
in business which will euuble the bus- 
iness man to trust his fellow and co- 
operate toward ends which make for 
tiie development of muteriul and spir- 
itual prosperity."

RADIO. "What la the Matter with 
Mother?” is the amusing, not to say 
amazing, title of the broadcast by 
Mrs. Carl W. Ulig. State chairman of 
Public Health, for the State Federa- 
tion half-hour on Saturday, October 17. 
at 11:30 A.M., from Station WBZ. Miss 
of Literature, will speak on "Develop- 
ing a Taste for Good Reading.” An 
interlude will lie contributed by Eileen 
Grogan, Irish contralto, accompanied 
by Elizabeth Loomis. 

For the radio program of Saturday, 
the 24th, at the same hour and from 
tiie same station. Miss Marian C. 
Nichols, chairman of the Division of 
Citizenship Training and Civil Serv- 
ice. will speak most opportunely on 
"Registration and Voting. Reasons 
For.” Mrs. Ray C. Baker, chairman 
of the State Division of Art, will also 
broadcast, having for her subject, 
"Art and the Community." Raymond 
Coon will give piano numbers. 

MOTHERCRAFT. It is a cause for 
congratulation to Mrs. Kimball to 
learn that permanent recognition of 
the port that Mothercraft is playing 
in present-day education has come to 
its founder (Mrs. May Dickinson Kim- 
ball) in the acceptance of a Mother- 
craft exhibit by t lie Deutsches Hy- 
giene Museum of Dresden, Germany. 
This museum, opened in May, 1930, 
together with the International Hy- 
giene Exhibit, is world-renowned, hav- 
ing been visited already by five mil- 
lion people. 

Dr. Vogel, representing the Museum, 
joyfully accepts the gift exhibit by 
the Division of Mothercraft of the 
Massachusetts Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, of which Mrs. Kimball is chair- 
man. The Museum contains a 
special "Mother School”, pertaining to 
the care of children, and here it is 
expected that the Mothercraft exhibit 
will find permanent place. 

The presentation has been arranged 
through the courtesy of Carl L. 
Schrader. Director of Hygiene of the 
State Department of Public Health, 
who personally visited Dr. Vogel In 
Dresden a few years ago. 

"The gift of Mrs. Kimball is the 
more welcome,” writes Dr. Vogel, 
“since the present economic situation 
is pressing upon us heavily. Our 
labor, carried on with so much love 
and enthusiasm, is threatened to break 
down under the existing conditions 
of things. The more are we anxious 
to lift into view the idealistic side 
of our endeavor, which has gone far 
beyond t lie boundaries of our own 
country.” 

General Federation 

INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS. 
Newton Clubwomen will soon learn of 
the great work undertaken by the De- 
partment of International Relations 
of tiie General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, in the matters of Disarmament 
and of the World Court. Petitions 
are being circulated for the Twelfth 
District, which includes Newton, un- 
der the direction of Mrs. Charles E. 
Valentine, 362 Wolcott street, Auburn- 
dale. who is a member of the State 
Department of International Rela- 
tions. 

This is by far tiie most important 
and far-reaching project yet spons- 
ored by tiie General Federation, which 
is working strenuously to secure one 
million signatures for these world- 
wide safeguards. Tiie Massachusetts 
quota is front 25,000 to 30.000. and the 
plea is for the more thickly settled 
localities to get as many signatures 
as possible regardless of geographical 
location to help the Clubs in more 
thinly-populated sections. 

At the Biennial Convention of the 
General Federation last May two reso- 
lutions were unanimously adopted 
which make possible this project that 
should stand as a living testimony 
for all time for the ideals, courage and 
strength of women us peacemakers of 
the world. Mrs. Ben Hooper, National 
chairman of the International Rela- 
tions Department, has issued a state- 
ment, with these two petitions, that 
adequately and sincerely explains and 
appeals. Neither the question of Dis- 
armament nor that of the World Court 
is a partisan one. Euch affects the 
whole country and the whole world. 
The only hope for the success of the 
coming Disarmament Conference to be 
Held in Geneva in 1932. is through 
an informed and expressed public 
opinion. Realizing this, the National 
committee on the Cause and Cure of 
War bus undertaken to secure active 
expression of public opinion by two 
petitions — one to the International 
Disarmament Conference to be held at 
Geneva, and one to tiie Members of 
the United States Senate asking favor- 
able uction upon the protocols sub- 
mitted to the Senate by the President 
on December 10, 1930. The General 
Federation of Women's Clubs is one 
of the largest organizations claiming 
membership with this National Com- 
mittee. Copies of these petitions for 
signature among Newton Clubs may ln> 
obtained from Mrs. Valentine. They 
must lie returned to the General Fed- 
eration at Washington, I). C. before 
December 1. 1931. 

The Petition to the International 
Disarmament Conference (to lie held 
at Genevue, 1932) From the Women 
of Hie United States of Ainericu, reads 
us follows: 

"We, the undersigned women of the 


United States, hereby petition the In- 
ternational Disarmament Conference 
to gratify Mu* expectations and hopes 
of the world by putting Into immedi- 
ate and unhesitating effect the pledges 
already made for the reduction of 
national armaments. The Allies and 
Associates pledged world disarmament 
to their adversaries; the Covenant of 
the League of Nations promised it.; 
great nations have solemnly agreed 
that international disputes shall bo 
settled by peaceful methods without 
resort to war; and, lastly, through the 
Rrinnd-Kellogg Pact, war has been 
renounced. 

“Clearly, the next step is the hold 
reduction of every variety of arma- 
ment. To do less would violate 
treaty obligations, awaken suspicion 
and incite fresh war talk. The as- 
surances of peace will become invinc- 
ible when the reduction of armament 
for which we plead has been secured. 
Wars will cease when governments 
so resolve.” 

The Petition to the Members of 
the United States Senate from the 
women of the United States of Ameri- 
ca in regard to the World Court, 
reads: 

"We. the undersigned citizens of 
the United States, believing that our 
Government should join the World 
Court at the earliest practicable time, 
do hereby petition the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations to take 
favorable action promptly on the three 
World Court protocols submitted to 
the President on December 10. 1930; 
nnd we further petition the Senate 
of tiie United States to approve the 
Si«id Protocols as soon as presented 
to them.” 

After reading the splendid state- 
ments of President Hoover and of 
Mrs. Hooper on these questions, it 
will he a matter of not only civic but 
inoral pride for the women of New- 
ton to subscribe to these petitions. 
There Is only a short time for this 
work and Clubs should obtain, through 
their chairmen of committees, copies 
of these petitions for circularization 
at once. 

Mrs. Hooper says: “This is our great 
opportunity to rally to the support 
of our country in its great efforts 
to secure permanent peace. If you 
are interested in your children and 
children’s children, you will leave 
nothing undone to secure the ratifi- 
cation of our entrance into the World 
Court and for the success of the Dis- 
armament Conference. Such an op- 
portunity may never come to us again. 

“If we are good citizens we will 
give an enthusiastic support to our 
Government In its efforts to prevent 
war as we did in the efforts made to 
win the last war. 

“We are on trial before the world. 
If we succeed the world will know 
we are a strong, virile organization, 
with power and willingness to under- 
take and carry out any piece of work, 
no matter how difficult, if it will be 
for the benefit of humanity.” 

President Hoover stated before the 
International Chamber of Commerce: 
"The surest and quickest way to re- 
store prosperity to a financially strick- 
en world would he to lighten tiie burd- 
en of national defense which is now 
costing the uatious more than five 
billions of dollars a year. Of all pro- 
posals for the* economic rehabilitation 
of the world I know of none which 
compares In necessity or importance 
with tiie successful results of the Dis- 
armament Conference." 

Lord Cecil says: "If there is an- 
other war can civilization survive? I 
doubt it. There are tiie alternatives, 
peace or war; misery or prosperity; 
chaos or civilization: it is for us to 
choose.” 

PRIZE CONTESTS. There are va- 
rious intriguing contests, with prizes, 
offered in the fields or art and litera- 
ture by the General Federation for 
the season 1931-1932. The Depar 
ment of Fine Arts, under direction of 
Mrs. W. N. Harder, chairman, an- 
tiounces a contest in “Community Fes- 
tivals” or other Fine Arts project, of- 
fering a first prize of $50 and a second 
prize of $25. In addition the Art 
Division, through Mrs. Howard Green, 
chairman, offers a framed etching of 
an Arizona scene by George Elbert 
Burr, for the best contribution in 
Art, by any State entering the con- 
test. 

The Literature Division. Mrs. H. C. 
McCahan chairman, offers a prize of 
$25 for tiie best work representing 
Literature. 

The Music Division, Mrs. H. S. God- 
frey. chairman, oilers a prize of $25 
for the best contribution in Music. 

Contests are open to every State 
and are to be conducted through the 
Fne Arts Chairman of the State, each 
Club or Federation submitting its re- 
port to the State chairman, who will 
select the winning report for her 
State and forward it to Mrs. Harder, 
with an entry fee of one dollar ac- 
companying each such State report. 
Activities to be considered for the 
prize must tuke place between June 
1. 1931, and May 1. 1932. 

In the Community Festival contest 
reports ure to be limited to 1.000 
words, clearly written (typing pre- 
ferred) on one side of paper. With 
each report — in a separate envelope 
which shall not be opened until after 
the awards have been made — must be 
filed the name of the Club and name 
of State. Every effort toward en- 
riching community life through th£ 
Fine Arts may lie considered, such as 
establishing libraries: gifts of pic- 
tures, statuary or books to schools 
and libraries; music memory and pic- 
ture memory contests for children; 
community chorus work; landscape 
beautifying of schoolgrounds. parks, 
etc., and contests in handicraft and 
allied arts to encourage latent talent, 
always remembering the contributions 
of our foreign horn citizens. The 
Jhdges arc Mrs. Grace .Morrison Poole, 
first vice-president of the General 
Federation; Mrs. Edward Mac Dow- 
ell of the MacDowell Colony at Peter- 
borough, N. H.; und Mrs. L. A. Mil- 
ler. Poet Laureate of Colorado. The 
prize winning reports will lie read 
at the Biennial Convention at Seattle. 
Washington, in June, 1932, and prizes 
awarded to the successful States. 
These reports will also be carried in 
the pages of the official magazine,

NO ACTION TAKEN ON WATER 

A conference was held at City Hall 
on Wednesday night between Water 
Commissioner Ellis, Aldermen Bail, 
Gallagher and Jamieson of the spe- 
cial committee on water; City Solici- 
tor Bartlett, City Engineer Morse and 
a representative of the firm of Wes- 
ton & Sampson, consulting engineers 
on water.

Many householders in the city get 
water which is not only unfit for 
drinking, but also for washing 
clothes, unless one wants the clothes 
tinted.

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Newton May Lose Its Biggest 

industry if Saco-Lowell Shops Move 

Upper Falls Factory May Consolidate With Large Home 
Plant At Saco, Me. 


The Saco-Lowell shops at Newton 
Upper Falls, the lurgost and perhaps 
the oldest industry in this city may 
discontinue its plant here. A study 
is being made to determine whether, 
or not, it will be for the best inter- 
ests of the Saco-Lowell Company to 
consolidate all its manufacturing ac- 
tivities at its plant in Biddeford. Me. 
The Saco-Lowell Company is the suc- 
cessor of the Pettee Machine Shops 
established in 1831 by Otis Pettee for 
the manufacture of cotton machinery. 
During the past cehtury, cards, pick- 
ers and other cotton machinery man 
ufactured at the Upper Falls shops 
have been shipped to cotton factories 
in many parts of the world. The com- 
pany pays taxes to this city on $375,- 
000 worth of machinery and $1,289,200 
valuation on real estate. At the pres- 
ent time about 500 persons are em- 
ployed at its Upper Falls plant. Dur- 
ing the boom years as many as 1100 
were employed there. 

The big shops at Newton Upper 
Falls are the outgrowth of one of the 
first industries in this community. In 
1636 the General Court granted to the 
proprietors of Dedham the land on 
the west side of the Charles River in- 
cluding what is now Needham, Natick 
and part of Sherborn. The same year 
the land on the other side of the 
Charles, comprising what is now 
Brighton and Newton was granted 
to the proprietors of New Towne 
(Cambridge). The first mill on the 
banks of the Charles in what is now 
the City of Newton was erected in 
1688 by John Clark at the Upper Falls 
where the river fell 20 feet perpendicu- 
larly and then had a descent of 35 
feet within the next half-mile. This 
mill, in a thickly wooden section was 
a sawmill. Clark bought an eel-weir, 
located just above the falls from Chief 
Maugus of the Ponkapoag Indians for 
3 Pounds, lawful money. In 1708 Clark 
took some partners in his enterprise 
at the Upper Falls and a grist mill 
and fulling mill were added to the 
saw mill. In 1768 Thomas Parker, the 
then owner of the mills at the Upper 
Falls, sold them to Simon Elliot of 
Boston, a tobacconist. Elliott udded 
a snuff mill to the already established 
enterprises. 

When Thomas Parker sold his prop- 
erty to Elliott he reserved 4 acres 
below the falls to which he added in 
1781 a parcel of land on the Needham 
side of the river which he later sold 
to Jonathan Bixby, his son-in-law. In 
1799 Bixby sold this property to the 
Newton Iron Works Company and a 
rolling mill was built, Rufus Ellis be- 
ing the agent in charge. In 1809 a fac- 
tory was built at the Upper Falls to 
manufacture cut-nails. This same year 
the Boston & Worcester turnpike was 
constructed, passing through the Up- 
per Falls directly by the nail factory 
and rolling mill. In 1813 a cotton 
mill was built across the river on the 
Needham side. This mill contained 
3000 spindles and was destroyed by 
fire in 1850. 

The Elliot Company had razed the 
small, old mills, constructed a new 
dam, and in 1821, under the super- 
vision of Otis Pettee, their mechanical 
superintendent, erected a large cot- 
ton factory with 6000 spindles for the 
manufacture of sheeting. In 1824 this 
company built another large mill for 
the manufacture of thread, and 5 
years later this newer mill was con- 
verted into a sheeting factory; the 
two mills then containing 10,000 spin- 
dles. In 1825 the first textile ma- 
chinery to be made in Upper Falls 


was built in one of the shops of the 
Elliot Manufacturing Company under 
the supervision of Mr. Pettee. 

In 1831 Mr. Pettee left the employ 
of the Elliot Company and started a 
small shop for the building of cotton 
textile machinery. In 1837 he erected 
a foundry in connection with his plant 
In 1839 itis shops and foundry were 
destroyed by fire and he rebuilt the 
plant the following two years. The 
Elliot Manufacturing Company had 
not been prospering and in 1840 sold 
its properties to Mr. Pettee. The 
latter's business continued to increase 
and at the time of his death in 1853 
at the comparatively early age of 58, 
he had become one of the leading fac- 
tors in the industrial and financial ac- 
tivities of this section. The Pettee 
shops continued to prosper and in 
1882 were incorporated as the Pettee 
Machine Work.s In 1897 the Pettee 
Company was amalgamated with the 
Saco Waterpower Company of Bidde- 
ford. Maine, under the name of the 
Saco-Pettee Machine Shops. The Bid 
deford company also manufactured 
cotton textile machinery. In 1912 the 
Saco-Pettee company was amalgama- 
ted with the Lowell Machine Shops 
under the name of the Saco-Lowell 
Company. In 1927 the shops of this 
company at Lowell were closed. Part 
of their activities were transferred to 
Newton Upper Falls and part to Bidde- 
ford. Many of the employees of the 
Lowell shops were given work at 
Newton Upper Falls. They made the 
long trip each work day from Lowell 
to the Upper Falls and return in buss- 
es or automobiles. At present about 
50 men from Lowell are working at 
the Upper Falls plant. 

The impelling reason for the con- 
templated removal of Saco-Lowell 
Shops to Biddeford is an offer made by 
the Maine city to abate taxes for 5 
years. Mayor Weeks has been in 
touch with the executives of the Saco- 
Lowell Company and will have a con- 
ference with the President of that cor- 
poration on Monday in an effort to 
retain this industry in Newton Upper 
Falls. •While the law will not permit 
the city to give the company any 
abatement of taxes, a revaluation of 
the properties owned by the Saco- 
Lowell Company in this city could be 
made as an inducement to save this 
means of livelihood for hundreds of 
residents of this city and its vicinity. 


AMERICAN LEGION TO AID 
UNEMPLOYED 


Newton Post, American Legion, will 
take a leading part in the campaign 
to provide relief for unemployed and 
their dependents in Newton this Au 
tumn and Winter. A large committee 
comprised of members of the Post will 
canvass the entire city in an effort to 
find, work of various kinds for those 
who need it. Recently a conference 
was held between Leon Rogers, who 
has been in charge of the relief work 
in this city the past year, and the ex- 
ecutive committee of Newton Post. At 
this conference plans were discussed 
for carrying on the relief work.

Ordinance Passed 

Bars Noisy Radios 

Loud Radios Itet ween M Inig t And 
Morn Prohibited 


The Newton Board of Aldermen at 
its meeting on Monday night passed 
an ordinance which should result in 
fewer residents of this city having 
their sleep disturbed between the 
witching hour of midnight and 
o’clock mornings. The ordinance is 
based on one recently passed by the 
Uity Council of Boston and approved 
by Mayor Curley, but it Is less strict 
than the Boston ordinance in that 
it applies only to the hours between 
midnight and 7 a. m., whereas the 
Boston ordinance restrains the an- 
noying use of radios, phonographs 
and the like for all 24 hours of the 
day. 

Tlie ordinance folio ws — 

ORDINANCE NO. 53 
ORDERED: The Revised Ordinances 
of 1929 are hereby amended by add- 
ing a new Chapter to be numbered 
XXIHA to read as follows: 

CHAPTER XXIIIA 

An Ordinance prohibiting certain 
unnecessary noises 
Section 253A. No person owning or 
having the care, custody or posses- 
sion of any musical instrument, radio 
set. phonograph, victrola or other 
machine or device for producing or 
reproducing sound shall operate or 
use or permit to be operated or used, 
such machine or device between the 
hours of 12 o’clock midnight and 7 
o’clock A. M. in such a manner as to 
disturb the peace and comfort of the 
neighboring inhabitants. The opera- 
tion of any such machine or device 
between said hours in such a manner 
as to be plainly audible at a distance 
of one hundred feet from the building 
or structure in which it is located, 
shall be prima facie evidence of a 
violation of this ordinance. Nothing 
herein contained shall be construed 
to prohibit playing by a band or or- 
chestra in a hall, building, or in the 
open air, but this exception does not 
apply to the reproduction of such 
playing of any machine or device. 
Section 253B. Any person, firm or 
corporation violating the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be subject to a 
penalty not exceeding twenty dollars 
for each offense. 

This ordinance was passed as a re- 
sult of a motion made at a recent 
meeting of the Board by Alderman 
Powers of Ward 1. This motion was 
referred to the Claims & Rules Com- 
mittee which approved it after an 
agreement had been reached to have 
the restrictions apply only to the 
hours between midnight and 7 a. m. 
The vote of the Board in passing this 
ordinance was unanimous. 

Alderman Grebenstein, chairman of 
the Claims & Rules Committee, sug- 
gested that Alderman Powers explain 
his reasons for proposing this ordin- 
ance. The Ward 1 alderman said that 
while Newton residents who live on 
large estates are not bothered by ra- 
dios operated by others, persons who 
reside in apartment buildings, or in 
thickly settled neighborhoods have 
become more and more affected by 
unreasonable operation of radio sets 
by individuals who have little or no 
regard for the rights of others. Com- 
plaints have been received from dif- 
ferent parts of the city about ra- 
dios which are operated loudly until 
1 and 2 o’clock mornings and radios 
which are turned on fortissimo be- 
fore 7 a. m. 

hi some instances where complaints 
have been made and police sent to 
caution the offending parties, the lat- 
ter have been quite defiant. As a 
rule, the disturbed neighbors, even 
though deprived of sleep, refused to 
ask that the inconsiderate persons be 
brought into court on the charge of 
disturbing the peace. Now, with the 
passage of the new ordinance, the 
police will possess the authority to 
summons into court anyone who 
keeps neighbors uwake by operating 
radios, phonographs and the like too 
loudly during the ‘‘wee sma’ hours.”

| Mrs. Hoover Voices - 
IJeas On Welfare 

Girl Scout Convention lu Buf- 
falo Last Meek 


Mrs. Herbert Hoover, First Lady 
of the Land and Honorary President 
of the National Counoil of Girl Scouts 
Incorporated, attended the 17th Annu- 
al Convention hold last week at Buf- 
falo, New York. In her address to 
tlie delegates at the opening session 
she said in part: 

“This is the year for us to take 
stock in the serious side of Girl Scout- 
ing, its much encouraged ‘Service.’ 
We love to call it a game. In Scout- 
ing we play many games, but Scout- 
ing itself is the biggest game of them 
all, embracing them all. 

“It is the game for girls, or boys, 
to play the way of the grown-ups. 

“The Girl Scout will better meet her 
duties to her fellow men and women 
by having as a Girl Scout tried ‘to be 
useful and to help other people at all 
times.’ 

“She has been training herself to 
be able to see more clearly the re- 
sponsibilities that are about her and 
to be ready to meet them practically 
and courageously. Self-reliance we 
try to learn in Girl Scouting and the 
joy of service to others. 

“For years now we have seen our 
theories verified as the maturing Girl 
Scouts meet their growing responsi- 
bilities of citizenship and home-mak- 
ing. This year gives us an excellent 
opportunity to prove that they will 
also meet their responsibilities of ser- 
vice. 

"In this year of trial and depres- 
sion we may see what part in allevi- 
ation the Girl Scouts will take, — in- 
dividually and collectively.” 

A definite Community Service pro- 
gram for the Newton Local Council is 
being outlined by a special commit- 
tee composed of a Girl Scout repre- 
sentative from each village. The pro- 
gram outlined gives the privilege to 
each Girl Scout to help very material- 
ly in the welfare work of the city 
and will serve to open the eyes of the 
younger people to civic needs.

Petition For Bowling 
Alley Heard Again 

Other Business Transacted At Al- I 
(lenunnic Meeting 


Charges were marie and indignantly 
refuted at the meeting of the New- 
ton Board of Aldermen on Monday 
night when the Licenses Committee 
reported favorably on the petition of 
W. Mark Noble, Jr., for a permit to 
conduct 10 bowling alleys in the base- 
ment of the garage building at 23 Ba- 
con street, Newton. Within the past 
couple of years several petitions have 
been made for bowling alley permits 
at. this locus, and all these petitions 
have been refused following strong op- 
position from persons residing in the 
vicinity. Heretofore the report of the 
Licenses Committee has been adverse. 

When the Licenses Committee, 
through its chairman. Alderman Haw- 
kins, reported favorably on this mat- 
ter Monday night. Alderman Gallagher 
of Ward 1 protested. He asserted that 
the committee was trying to slip some- 
thing over, and that as owner of the 
adjoining parcel of property he ob- 
jected. He recalled that when previ- 
ous petitions had been made, almost 
every person in the neighborhood was 
opposed, and he could not imagine 
that all of these had gone to sleep. 
He argued that if the petition is 
granted, all the section between Pearl 
and Washington streets, as far ww'. 
as Thornton street, must be changed 
to business zone. 

Alderman Hawkins resented Gal- 
lagher’s contention that "something 
was being slipped over.” Hawkins re- 
plied that the Licenses Committee 
never has tried to slip anything over. 
He stated that persons residing in 
the neighborhood of the proposed 
bowling alleys had been notified of a 
public hearing and that in addition 
a number of members of the Board of 
Aldermen had beeh invited to come to 
the locus to listen to demonstrations 
at three different times to prove that 
the operation of the alleys will not 
cause noise which will bother neigh- 
bors. Alderman Jamieson said he had 
been present on the three occasions 
and could not hear the slightest noise 
outside the building. 

Alderman Gallagher said the people 
residing in the neighborhood had be- 
come tired of opposing the recurring 
petitions and he averred that the pro- 
posed alleys would be just as noisy as 
any other such alleys. Alderman Haw- 
kins opposed Gallagher’s request that 
the matter be referred back to the 
committee. He said that it has been 
given careful consideration for the 
past 7 weeks and he asserted that al- 
though there was similar opposition 
to the granting of the garage license 
on Bacon street, because of alleged 
noise nuisance, all those who oppose 
the garage permit, now admit that it 
is not objectionable. Alderman Pow- 
ers said he took tysue with this last 
statement of Hawkin’s, as he has 
found that the people residing nearby 
still claim that the garage is a nui- 
sance, not only because of noise, but 
also because of the parking conges- 
tion which has resulted. The matter 
of referring the petition back to the 
Licenses Committee was put to a vote, 
resulting in 8 of the Aldermen voting 
in the affirmative and S in the nega- 
tive. President Collins then voted in 
tlie affirmative, and the tie was 
broken, sending the petition back for 
further consideration. 

Several hearings were announced on 
petitions of the Edison and Telephone 
companies for pole locations on 
Rangelet. Dana. Bonwood and With- 
ington roads and Grant street and no 
opposition developed. Then Daniel 
Needham of 14 Whittier road. New- 
tonville took the floor as attorney for 
the Atlantic Refining Company which 
seeks a filling station permit at 325 
Bovlston street. Newton Centre, in the 
Thompsonville section on the line of 
the new Boston & Worcester traffic 
artery. Mr. Needham stated that the 
lot on which it is proposed to build 
the filling station is unsightly now and 
filled with stones. He said that his 
jlients are willing to deed a strip 
of land 10 feet wide to the city if 
it is decided to widen Bovlston street, 
and that the station would improve 
the .corner of Boylstoti and John 
streets. He told the aldermen that 
Mr. Whalin. representative of Edward 
W. Webster who owns adjoining prop- 
erty. had told him that he would 
recommend the establishment of a fill- 
ing station on the site. 

Mr. Needham introduced Calvin 
Favorite of 183 Chilton road, 
Brookline as an executive of the At- 
lantic Refining Company. Mr. Favorite 
explained that his company would 
build the type of station it usually 
erects, made of brick with stucco trim 
and costing about $7500; a station 
that will not be objectionable to any- 
one in the neighborhood. He said 
that Newton men would he employed 
at the station.

Young Republican Voters To 

Form Local Organization 

Nearly Fifty Attend Meeting To Hear Prominent Party 
Workers Urge Need of Group Effort 


At a meeting of nearly fifty of the 
younger Republicans of this city at 
the home of Mayor Sinclair Weeks in 
West Newton la-r evening initial steps 
were taken towards the forming of an 
organization to aid in the state wide 
program of bringing back a Republi- 
can majority in Massachusetts at the 
national election last fall. The meet- 
ing was called upon Invitation of Miss 
Margaret McGill, a former teacher in 
the Newton High School, and at pres- 
ent Middlesex County Chairman of 
the Women’s Republican Club of 
Massachusetts. Nearly all those pres- 
ent were former pupils of Miss Mc- 
Gill when in high school. 

Following a formal program of 
speakers which included Mayor 
Weeks, Miss Katherine Parker, presi- 
dent of the Women’s Republican Club 
of Massachusetts. ex-Mayor Charles 
E. Hatfield, and Speaker of the House 
Leverett Saitonstall’s discussion on 
the need and advisability of forming 
a local organization was held. A mo- 
tion in favor of such a step was car- 
ried and an organization committee 
comprised of Mrs. Sidney Holden. C. 
Ray Cabot. Mrs. Ashley Day. Harold 
Billings and Miss Marian Gordon. Mrs. 
E. P. Saltonstall. a member of the 
State Committee, mentioned a similar 
organization doing effective work in 
Worcester. Mrs. Saltonstall will act 
as advisor to the organizing commit- 
tee. It was further voted to hold a 
second meeting within four weeks 
and a program committee comprised 
of Philip X. Horne, chairman. Albert 
Everts. Albert Speare. Albert H. Staf- 
ford. Donald M. Hill, and Warren K. 
Brimblecom. with Mrs. Ellis Speare 
as advisor was named. 

Miss McGill opened the meeting 
with a brief explanation of the pur- 
pose of the affair and of the oppor- 
tunity offered the grown-ups in inter- 
esting themselves and others in the 
Republican party. She introduced 
Mayor Weeks who stressed the need 
of banding together to be ready for 
an organized effort when the neces- 
sity arises. He recalled a similar 
larger organization which he was a 
member of following his graduation 
from college but was disbanded at the 
time of war. Since that time there 
has been no effort towards organiza- 
tion of the younger voters. He 
stressed the importance of having 
new blood and new ideas, in produc- 
ing better results in town. ward, city 
and state committees. He protested 
against the introduction of new par- 
ties into the two-party idea which has 
prevailed in the United States for the 
past century. A good Democrat is 
better than a half-way Republican.” 
he said, if you are a Republican be a 
Republican although on some matters 
you do not agree with the party view- 
point. By and large the Republican 
party is the agent through which the 
people of this country will get the 
best results. Abler men have held 
office as Republicans, and laws en- 
acted by Republicans have been of 
most benefit to the country. In this 
latter connection he cited the protec- 
tive tariff which Republicans have 
advocated for 65 years as against the 
free trade sought by the Democratic 
party although the latter have now 
practically conceded the point by 
swinging their balance of votes to 
tariff protection. The Federal Re- 
serve Act was passed under a Demo- 
cratic administration hut initiated by 
Republicans. 

Ex-Mayor Hatfield spoke of the high 
type of office-holders elected by the 
people of Newton not one of whom he 


felt sought office for personal aggran- 
dizement but from a sense of duty. 

Miss Katherine Parker spoke on 
“Why I Am A Republican." Although 
being brought up in a Republican fam- 
ily and living in a Republican atmos- 
phere did not mean that she had 
not thought about the subject. She 
expressed the thought that the ten- 
dencies of thought was higher in her 
party and that the Republicans did 
not take advantage of emergency sit- 
uations to put over a measure they 
wanted. She also stressed the impor- 
tance of interesting the foreign-bom 
eligible voters in Republican views 
and of the tremendous opportunity In 
this field. 

Mr. Saltonstall spoke of the legisla- 
tive branch of state politics and of 
the increase in Democratic power in 
various cities. He spoke of the pro- 
posed return to the pre-primary con- 
vention and of his belief that some 
change was needed although he felt 
the old system would not work. He 
urged an organized effort to keep the 
Republicans in control of the legisla- 
ture and to aid in sending Republicans 
to Congress.. He advocated the preach- 
ing of the doctrine of faith in leaders 
of the party and administration. 

Pres. Hoover has been through more 
trying times than any recent chief ex- 
ecutive and whether or not we may 
feel that fn some decisions he may 
possibly have been wrong we should 
support him now as Republicans and 
good citizens.

Minister of the First 
Church in Newton, the Mother Church 
of the Second Church, will offer the 
memorial prayer. The children of 
the former ministers have been in- 
vited to attend as special guests.

CRYSTAL LAKE WATER PURE 


At the request of Supt. Hermann of 
the Newton Playground Department 
The Public Health Department of 
Massachusetts made an examination 
of the lake and an analysis of water 
taken from it. A copy of the letter 
sent to Mr. Hermann by Dr. Bigelow, 
Commissioner of Public Health fol- 
lows: — 

'The Department has received your 
application for advice relative to the 
removal of certain microscopical or- 
ganisms from the water of Crystal 
Lake. Newton, in the vicinity of your 
bathing beach, and in response to 
your request has caused the lake to 
he examined by one of its engineers 
and samples of water to he analyzed. 

“At the time of the examination no 
marked microscopical growths were 
present in any of the samples. Fur- 
thermore the results of the analyses 
show that the water was remarkably 
free from bacteria and, in the opinion 
of the Department, with improvements 
effected by the construction of suitable 
bath-house facilities, the water of this 
lake is of suitable quality fur public 
buthing so long as conditions remain 
as found at the time of the recent ex- 
amination.’’

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The statute under which the state is laying 1 a large water 
main through this city, contains a clause to the effect that 
the “mayor and aldermen” may make reasonable regula- 
tions regarding the manner in which the work shall be done.

“reasonable regulation" to require these enormous pipes to 
be kept in storage instead of cumbering streets and sidewalks 
for weeks and even months before being put to actual use.

ABOUT TOWN

The closing of Washington street, 
between Hall and Channing streets 
at Newton Corner, to traffic, and the 
closing at the same time of Pearl 
street from Centre street westerly to 
traffic, has resulted in traffic jams 
every evening between 4:45 and 6, 
both’ at Newton Corner square, at the 
intersection of Centre street and 
Centre avenue and at the Newton rail- 
road station. The closing of these 
two streets simultaneously displayed 
very poor planning. There is no rea- 
son why Pearl street should not have 
been kept free from the big pipes 
and kept open for two-way traffic un- 
til the job of laying the pipes at the 
corner of Washington and Peabody 
streets had been completed and the 
main street opened for traffic. 


A ledge of rock has been encount- 
ered on Peabody street, near Pearl 
street, in the excavating for the wa- 
ter main. According to plans at the 
City Engineer’s office, this ledge ex- 
tends along Pearl street nearly to 
Bacon street, which means that it 
will be slow' work excavating the big 
trench at this location. 


The Boston Elevated Railway has 
laid 140 feet of new tracks at Park 
and Tremont streets, Newton, and 
300 feet on Tremont street have been 
partly repaired and replaced. The 
Boston Elevated thinks this amount 
of work, plus the grinding of rails on 
Tremont street, to remove corruga- 
tions. will stop the noise nuisance 
which has bothered people residing 
on Tremont, Park and nearby streets. 
When the work is completed, within 
the next couple of weeks, we can tell, 
whether, or not. there has been any 
appreciable diminution of noise. One 
thing is certain, while the rattle-boxes 
of cars now in use are kept on this 
division, there will be plenty of noise. 
Also — the Boston Elevated could well 
use some grease on the curves at the 
Boylston and Park street subway sta- 
tions to stop the ear-splitting screech- 
ing which people have to endure when 
cars round these curves.

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ROTARY CLUB 

On Monday. October 19. Mr. Harry 
W. Rnscom. secretary of the Newton 
Y. M. C. A., and chairman of the Com- 
munity Service and Bovs’ Work Com- 
mittee of the Newton Rotary Club 
told the interesting story of the loan 
and scholarship fund work of the Ro- 
tary Cluh at the weekly luncheon 
meeting, nt the Woodlnnd Golf Club. 

Th6 loan fund of the Club WU es- 
tablished in 1924 soon nfter the 
founding of the organization. Its 
purpose is to assist boys and young 
men in preparing for their life work 
in a business-like and non-gratuitous 
manner. The first year the club mem- 
bers contributed $425 and after that 
$500 each year up to and including 
1931. making a total with interest to 
date of $3633.34. Of that amount 
$3092.50 has been lonned to 13 indi- 
viduals. One exception was made in 
1927 by giving help to n worthy young 
woman, though the fund was estab- 
lished primarily for boys. The first 
four individuals to receive loans have 
paid back $737.50 which leaves $2355 
outstanding nnd $1278.34 cash on 
hand for future loans. 

Even with the help of these loans 
some of the young men have had a 
good deal of a struggle in continuing 
in the institutions of higher educa- 
tion to which they have gone, family 
circumstances often adding greatly to 
their hardships. Mr. Baseom related 
a number of touching human inter- 
est stories which have come to light 
through these loans. He enumerated 
the career of each individual since 
the club became interested in him 
which showed that in nearly every 
case the confidence of the club hail 
not been misplaced. 

The Newton Rotary club has also 
given a scholarship of $300 to a grad- 
uate of a Newton High School since 
1924. The basis on w'hich these 
scholarships have been determined 
is Character. Scholarship, participa- 
tion in school activities and Need. 
The following in the order named 
have been the recipients: Lawrence 
Peakes. Michael Altieri. Harold Car- 
ver and Herbert Holmstrand (shar- 
ing jointly in 1926-7), Norman Payne, 
William Bang, Edwin E. McLaughlin, 
Blakeslee Wright, and Thomas Mari- 
ner. The Club has reason to be proud 
of the record of these scholarship 
holders. Principal Irving O. Palmer, 
of the Newion High School, has kept 
close w'atch over the careers in col- 
lege and later in active life of several 
who have graduated from college. Mr. 
Baseom read a short sketch of each 
one as prepared by Mr. Palmer. 

Different members of the club have 
acted as advisers to these boys, es- 
pecially to those who have received 
money from the loan fund. The 
present advisers are Horace Orr, Irv- 
ing Palmer, Thomas Goodwin, Fred 
Bond. Dr. Edward Melius, Lyscom 
Bruce. Wilbur Thompson. Dr. Fred 
Lowe, and Mr. Baseom himself. The 
members of the Community Service 
and Boys’ Work Committee for this 
year are besides Mr. Baseom. the 
chairman. Messrs. Orr and Palmer, 
Dr. Charles D. Ansley and A. Norman 
Needy. 


PAY TRIBUTE TO EDISON 


Newton’s “Back To Boyhood” Scout 
Training course meeting in the John 
Wingate Weeks Junior High School 
took part in the national one minute 
“lights out” tribute to Edison at Hi 
o’clock Wednesday night by giving “a 
parting salute to the man who 
brought the world to light from the 
dimness of a candle.” Boy Scouts 
from Ellis Memorial Troop of Bos- 
ton assisted the 1U0 prominent New- 
ton men who are taking the course. 

Edison’s life as an incentive to 
boys was stressed by John M. Bierer. 
Scout Master of Norumbega Council 
of Newton, as a preliminary to the 
impressive service. Then sharply at 
ten o’clock the gathering arose and 
lights were extinguished. Instantly 
through a door at the side of the 
room into the darkness moved two 
small Boy Scouts slowly bearing a ta- 
ble. Two lighted candles on the ta- 
ble disclosed a silver-framed portrait 
of Edison, resting ->n a black satin 
scarf, flanked on one side by an 
American Hag and on the other by a 
vase of red roses. 

The hundred men came to salute 
and stood at attention while from a 
distant room on the other side a 
bugler sounded Taps. So impressive 
was this service that tear-filled eyes 
were noticeable when lights again 
w'ere turned on. 

“The Scout’s oath,” said Mr. Bierer, 
“pledges our boys to strive to attain 
the ideals for which Scouthood 
stands. We try to make these ideals 
live by deeds and not become mere 
words. We know that the example 
of a life with purpose will influence 
a boy far beyond the power of words 
and from time to time w f e cite in- 
stances of men whose deeds illus- 
trate our ideals. Mr. pjdison was 
one of these men and his life may 
well serve as an incentive to any 
boy. 

“We are proud,” he said, "that Mr. 
Edison, in his .search for boys worthy 
of training as the scientists of tomor- 
row. round his selections in the Scout 
runks. We sliare the sorrow of the 
world in the loss of one of the great 
minds or all time but we find console 
tion in the thought that the life of 
this man will encourage boys for cen- 
turies to come. 

“Tonight a sorrowing nation 
mourns the pushing of a great bene- 
fuctor of Immunity. We puuse as a 
tribute to a man who won honor 
from the world as a great scientist 
yet retained a kind und helpful spirit 
toward his fellowmen, Thomas Alva 
Edison. 

“Tonight the lights of u nation grow 
dim in u parting sulute to the muu 
who brought the world to light from 
the dimness of the candle.”

owner of property abutting the pro- 
posed locus of the filling station ob- 
jected to the granting of the permit. 
He said it would not be healthy to 
live next to a filling station and the 
value of his $15,000 home would be 
lowered. 

No person appeared to object to the 
petition of the City of Newton for a 
permit to install a 5000 gallon tank 
for the storage of fuel oil at the rear 
of the new police headquarters nt 
West New’ton. There was also no op- 
position to the petition of Alderman 
Richard Harte for a permit to install 
a 500 gallon gasoline tank on his 
premises nt 32 Suffolk road. Chestnut 
Hill. So. permits were granted for 
both these tanks. 

On the hearing for the Inying out 
nnd acceptance of Bernard and Chris- 
tina streets in the Charlemont section 
near Newton Upper Falls. W. C. 
Brown told the aldermen that all the 
residents on Bernard street want this 
improvement ns the street is impnss- 
able in the wnter months. A resident 
living at 12 Charles River ter- 
race invited the aldermen to visit 
Bernard street and become convinced 
of the need for its improvement. He 
said the ruts on it are from 14 to 16 
inches deep in the winter time and 
it is r common occurrence to see cars 
stuck on the street. He told the 
Board of Aldermen that the approach 
from the pumping station on land 
owned by the city is very dangerous 
and he has fallen several times while 
walking on this stretch of road ,one 
time breaking one of his ribs. Jo- 
seph Romaszkiew’icz of 15 Bernard 
street said that he has frequently 
filled in ruts on the street with cin- 
ders obtained from the pumping sta- 
tion nnd that it would be difficult for 
fire apparatus to travel over the street 
if a fire should occur on the street. 
L. W. Bailey of 10 Charles River 
terrace said the condition of Bernard 
street is deplorable and if the aider- 
men resided on it it would soon be 
improved. 

J. B. Hollis of 117 Hammond street 
favored the improving of Hammonds- 
wood road from Hammond street to 
Monadnock road, stating that condi- 
tions on the road are very bad in the 
winter months. No one appeared to 
oppose the petitions for improving 
and accepting Jackson terrace, widen- 
ing the curve on Charlesbank road 
north of Orchard street, taking of 
land bounded by Waltham street and 
Cheese Cake Brook for an addition 
to police headquarters grounds.

What the Theatregoers Like 

Whether you are a theatre patron 
or not you must have read some of 
the many references to the slump in 
the theatrical business. Wails from 
important producers, lamentations by 
actors und actresses and explanations 
by critics have filled more pages of 
daily newspapers, monthly magazines 
and other periodicals than you could 
shake your fist at, providing they left 
you in the mood they did me. 

It has been a rule of prosperous 
times that poor shows succeed and 
fail and that good shows undergo the 
same experience. So. without taking 
up that side or attempting to ana- 
lyze the mass mind of theatre patrons 
(with money) I turn to the shows 
themselves. In so doing I am merely 
gratifying my curiosity as the type 
of entertainment (a good old fash- 
ioned word) that draws the crowds. 

I find that four weeks of Gilbert 
and Sullivan opera did a splendid bus- 
iness in Boston. These were revivals 
of old-time favorites which have 
.been classics and will always have 
friends. The person who deplores' the 
cheap vulgarity that has crept into 
stage productions may tnke heart from 
this record of patronage. Wholesome 
theatrical fare is still devoured. 

Next I am informed that the per- 
formances by colored men und women, 
unexcelled ns dancers, singers and 
funmakers. have actually turned away 
patrons. The fact that capacity au- 
diences have found this dizzy but mer- 
itorious show appealing is far from 
disheartening. 

The third example of playgoers’ 
preference is the fair or “not so hot” 
patronage given a drama that con- 
demns the alleged methods of tabloid 
journalism. Residents of New York, 
who are acknowledged fnore world 
wise than the rest of us, flocked in 
thousands to see this somewhat mor- 
bid though well written and capably 
acted play. Boston has been a trffle 
offish as far as the box office is con- 
cerned. 

Shakespeare for two weeks has 
draw'n many teachers and students. 
The houses, they tell me, have been 
somewhat “top heavy”, which means 
that the galleries and balconies have 
been filled while the lower floor could 
have held more. The plays presented 
were those not commonly included in 
the repertory of Shaksperian compan- 
is. That fact probably brought out 
more serious admirers of the great 
dramatist. The presentation of the 
more familiar Shakesporian plays 
might have drawn even larger audi- 
ences. I am advised. 

Musical comedies, I am told, are 
doing fairly well. A famous star 
draws crowds — sometimes. Mean- 
while the “talkies” are getting their 
share which in times such as these 
is not as large as it might be. 


Unemployed at Work 

Assuming that you haven’t heard 
or read of what jobless newspaper 
workers in New York City have done 
to help themselves I shall try to in- 
terest you in this commendable enter- 
prise. You may remember that when 
the New York World suspended pub- 
lication a large number of employes in 
the editorial, mechanical and business 
departments were forced out of work. 
Some of them went t^'er to the news- 
paper which had bought the name and 
goodwill of the World. There were, 
however, a large number of capable 
men and women, experienced and 
skilled in all branches of the newspa- 
per business, with nothing to do. It 
was a serious problem — and still is — 
for there were families to support, 
rents to be paid and many other obli- 
gations to meet. 

A group of them organized the staff 
necessary for the publication of a 
weekly newspaper called “Newsdom.” 
If you read it you will see that it is 
“edited and published by unemployed 
new'spaper workers.” Not all the staff 
of “New’sdom" are former World em- 
ployes. Par from it. They come 
from other papers where it has been 
necessary to reduce the size of the 
staff. “Newsdom” has been running 
12 weeks now and is growing. It gives 
the gossip of the trade — news of the 
various New York newspaper offices — 
and interesting bits about the work 
of newspaper people. Cartoonists and 
columnists who still have jobs con- 
tribute special features. In fact, the 
paper is supported largely by those in 
the newspaper field who are regularly 
employed and can lend a helping hand. 
The revenue is not much but it en- 
ables, by a fair distribution of the 
profits, members of the staff to ap- 
proximate by aboqt one-half the in- 
come they formerly enjoyed. No at- 
tempt is made to appeal to the public 
for support or advertisiilg. The sub- 
scribers are newspaper workers 
throughout the country who udmire 
the energy and enterprise of their 
New York brethren. 

I was reuding the latest copy — I be- 
came a subscriber at the start — and 
wus much amused by a story of Hurry 
Acton, a celebrated ship news re- 
porter. He mukes the umuzing asser- 
tion that returning Americans from 
abroad are declining to be interviewed 
upon their arrival at Now York. 
Sounds strunge, doesn’t it? But Mr. 
Acton expluins clearly enough. They’re 
ufruid their friends will want to obtain 
loans of money. The protests to the 
reporters, on the gungplunk are quoted 
thusly: “Say, boys, have u heart with 
me tliis time, will you? I’ve ulwuys 
been nice to you before, but — gosh. 
Look ut thut murket this morning. 
Whut’s it ull coming to? It my friends 
hear that I’ve returned to town they’ll 
be lining up at the office for louns. 
They’re ull broke. So give me a break 
und let me slip quietly into town un- 
announced.” 



Publicity Stunts 

The ingenuity of publicity promoters 
is always interesting. You would be 
surprised to learn the "inside infor- 
mation” of things that are done to at- 
tract public attention to an individual 
who otherwise might be ignored by 
the rest 6f the world. Tijere are meth- 
ods that are so open as to be plainly 
apparent. Some of these are success- 
ful while more fail because the pur- 
pose is so obvious. It is really art- 
ful^ manipulation of a "stunt” of this 
kind that counts in the long run. Any- 
thing done so clumsily that the public 
is aware of something “fishy” about it 
is “bad business”. On the other hand 
the skill of thoroughly imposing on 
the credulity of the press and its 
readers is conceded to be “good bus- 
iness.” 

You read not long of a scholarly 
person who condemned as morons all 
who w'histle. I am not prepared to 
make oath to the report that has come 
to me that this gentleman is about 
to have a book released by his pub- 
lishers, but I wouldn’t be shocked if 
the news proved true. 

If you aid of the generation of the- 
atre-goers who remember Mrs. Pat- 
rick Campbell, English tragedienne, 
you may lecall that when she first 
came to the United States she was 
terribly upset by street noises. At 
least that was what you read in the 
news of the day. So sensitive were 
the lady’s nerves thut in front of the 
theatre in which she performed the 
surface of the street was covered with 
tanbark to deaden the noise. The 
city permitted this and the theatre 
manager paid the cost. It was a del- 
icate tribute to the lady’s artistry and 
a thoughtful act in view of her highly 
temperamental state. Later the truth 
came out. The whole idea was con- 
ceived by a press agent and as far 
as could be learned the actress had 
no knowledge of what was going on. 

Another equally clever feat of a 
publicity promoter was the tour of the 
great French tragedienne, Sarah Bern- 
hardt, in Texas. The story was flashed 
everywhere that this great actress 
was compelled to appear under can- 
vas and that a tent had to be used 
because no playhouses of sufficient 
size were available. That made every- 
body talk about “the great Sarah” 
under canvas the same as a circus 
performer.” It became a part of the- 
atrical history and still is. But as a 
matter of fact there was no need of 
the tent at all. The truth was that 
there was some doubt of the success 
of the tour and in order that it should 
receive plenty of public attention this 
stunt of a tent was brought forth and 
by the same mind that invented the 
tanbark idea for Mrs. Patrick Camp- 
bell.

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Dr. Macnair Gives Inspiring Talk 

Before Sarah Hull Chapter, D.R. 

“Morning Watch” Radio Speaker Takes New England For 
Subject of Address 


Dr. Willium M. Macnair. of Cam- 
bridge, known to many for bin “Morn- 
ing Watch” programs over the radio, 
gave a most thoughtful and inspiring 
address on the subject “The Making, 
Unmaking and Remaking of New Eng- 
land,” for members and guests of 
Sarah Hull Chapter. Daughters of the 
Revolution, on Wednesday afternoon.

Dr. Macnair built his foundation of 
the making of New England through 
the flue ideals and high courage of 
the Pilgrims and Puritans; carried 
forward his arguments showing the 
unmaking wrought by immigration, 
due to difference in customs, ideas, 
and background, with this telling 
witty and illustrative stories that 
made his point one of sympathetic 
interest; and Anally aroused new hope 
in showing opportunities for the re- 
making by descendants of early stock 
who have the courage to repeat the 
process of three hundred years ago 
in spreading in intelligent manner the 
ideals of those foundations. 

The program was supplemented by 
the musical program, presented by 
(Mair Leonard, of Newton, author of 
tlie Sonata which he played as pi- 
anist, with Miss Josephine Bates, vio- 
linist. Members of Sarah Hull Chap- 
ter welcomed Mr. Leonard as an old 
friend, and one in whom they will al- 
ways be interested, due to the mem- 
bership of his mother in the Chap- 
ter. 

A large number attended the first 
meeting of the season, for which Mrs. 
Adelbert Fernald. of Elmhurst road, 
opened her home. Mrs. John F. Dun- 
ton, regent, presided over the business 
meeting which opened with the salute 
to the flag. She then announced with 
regret the loss of Mrs. Jas. G. Barnes 
as recording secretary, as Mrs. Barnes 
lias gone to New York to reside; and 
introduced the new recording secre- 
tary, Miss Emma D. Coolidge. of New- 
ton.

The regent announced the very sat- 
isfactory results of the Rummage 
Sale held in the spring, and other 
business matters.

Community Uses Of 
Buildings Approved 

Ti*aus|.ortatloil Discussed At School 
Committee Meeting 


At its meeting on Monday evening 
tiie School Committee approved a 
large number of requests for the use 
of school buildings for community 
purposes, but when it comes to tlie 
question of transportation of pupils it 
consistently refused to Involve the 
city in any more expense for this 
purpose unless shown to be legally 
necessary, or advisable because of ad- 
ditional information. 

Permission was granted the Boy 
Scouts for tlie use of school rooms 
as follows: Tlie Angler School for 
the first aid course on Wednesday af- 
ternoons and the Higli School Drill 
Hall to Troop No. One on Tuesday 
evenings. Tlie following requests 
were also granted the Girl Scouts: 
the use of the Cabot School assembly 
room on Tuesday afternoons; the use 
of the assembly room of the Horace 
Mann School on Tuesday afternoons; 
the use of the F. A. Day Jr. High 
School on Tuesday afternoons; and 
the use of the kindergarten rooms of 
the Emerson School on Tuesday eve- 
nings. 

Permission was granted the Newton 
Community Club to take care of chil- 
dren at tlie Underwood School while 
the mothers attend meetings. Permis- 
sion was also granted for the use of 
the Davis School for indoor athletics, 
folk dancing and a cooking class. 
Various other similar requests were 
granted. 

Tlie Transportation Committee re- 
ported a petition from fifty parents 
of the Upper Falls section requesting 
tlie city to furnish transportation for 
their children to tlie Weeks Junior 
Higli School or to allow them again to 
attend the Emerson local school. The 
Committee stated that the average 
distance of the petitioners from tlie 
Weeks school was a mile and a half, 
and that it could readily understand 
the feelings of the parents who had 
previously iiad their children in school 
at their doors. However, the commit- 
tee made no recommendation. 

Tlie following resolution plucing tlie 
Committee behind the state law was 
finally adopted; “It is tlie sense of 
this committee that the city should 
not pay the transportation of any jun- 
ior high school pupil living within a 
two mile radius of his school.” 

The Committee also refused to take 
action assuming obligation to pay tui- 
tion to Brookline for a pupil living 
much more convenient to the Brook- 
line school than to a Newton school 
and involving transportation difficul- 
ties on the ground that it would be es- 
tablishing a serious precedent. How- 
ever. Chairman Lockett said he would 
see to it personally that the family 
understands its rights to compel the 
city to provide transportation for its 
child tlie entire distance to a Newton 
school or to pay its tuition in the 
more convenient school. 

The Committee approved the Sep- 
tember expenditures for current ex- 
penses of $146,785.77. It also approved 
plans for a storage room for bicycles 
at the Weeks Junior High School at 
an estimated cost of around $5,000. 
having rescinded its previous action 
approving other plans for this purpose 
because of excessive cost.

Count Von Luckner 

Thrills Audience 

.At lecture For Boy Scout Benefit 
At High School 

“I had the courage to sink a ship, 
but I did not have the courage to take 
a human life because I loved my 
mother.” was the climatic statement 
of Count Felix Von Luckner at the 
end of the recount of certain episodes 
in his life, a lecture given under the 
auspices of Norumbega Council Troop 
One, Boy Scouts of America, last Fri- 
day evening in the High School Hall. 
Speaking on his subject, "My Buccan- 
eering Career.” the Count told the in- 
teresting story of his globe trotting 
boyhood, how he finally attained a 
command in the German Navy, and 
how he ran the British blockade with 
an old sailing vessel. 

The main floor of the auditorium 
was well filled with an audience which 
showed its appreciation of the Count’s 
dramatic recital of his thrilling adven- 
tures by roundly cheering for the 
speaker to continue when his time 
was up. 

As master of ceremonies. Doctor 
Cecil Clark took the opportunity to 
announce that the Boy Scouts of New- 
ton. with their twenty troops and 700 
members, are now rated among the 
first ten cities of the country on ex- 
cellence of work. In Introducing the 
speaker, Doctor Clark said. “There is 
but one Count Von Luckner," and this 
statement was fully justified by the 
lecture which followed. 

Starting when he was a boy of thir- 
teen, Count Von Luckner related how. 
because of failure In his studies, his 
teacher told him that he would grow 
up to be a bum. This discouraged 
him so that he left school in spite of 
a promise he had made his father that 
he would study to become a lieuten 
ant. At this critical time in his life 
lie happened to read the life of Buf- 
falo Bill and decided to become a 
"self made man.” He further decided 
that he wanted to meet Buffalo Bill 
He earned a hundred and fifty dollars 
and ran away from home. He stole 
aboard a vessel which he supposed 
was hound for America, blit which 
turned out to he a Norwegian trader 
hound for Australia. Not daunted, 
lie worked his passage on to America 
and walked the ties from San Fran- 
cisco to Denver, only to find when he 
knocked at Buffalo Bill’s door that his 
hero was in Germany with his Wild 
West Show. This, he said, was tlie 
greatest disappointment of his life. 

Still determined to become a self 
made man. lie hiked on to New York, 
While there lie sustained life by wash- 
ing dishes and shining door knobs in 
tlie Majestic Hotel, where he saw 
Roosevelt. Edison and other self made 
men pass in and out. He finally 
adopted the calling of the sea. en 
tered the German Naval training 
school under an assumed name, and 
finally by happy chance received his 
papers as lieutenant from his own 
uncle, an admiral, who discovered 
his identity. 

The story of how he ran the British 
blockade with a sailing vessel in 
search of nitrates for powder manu- 
facture was especially thrilling. Hav- 
ing secured a ship built in 1S7S. he 
had her rigged with every yard of 
canvas she could carry and disguised 
her as a Norwegian merchantman 
The detail of his plans with Norwe- 
gian sailing orders and a Norwegian 
speaking crew, duplicating in every 
possible respect an actual existent 
Scandinavian outfit, shows him to 
have been a master strategist. 

On a terrible, stormy night just be- 
fore Christmas he weighed anchor 
and gave his ship full sail before 
the hurricane. He passed out to high 
seas without sighting a single block- 
ade sentry only to be hailed by a 
British cruiser the next morning af- 
ter the storm had cleared. He says 
he "was in a tight place.” His cam- 
ouflage of lumber cargo was so well 
done and his crew was so carefully 
trained to play its part that the Bri- 
tish officers were completely fooled, 
and. after a Brief period of painful 
suspense, he received the signals.

At the exercises held by the Sec- 
ond Church in West Newton last 
Sunday evening in commemoration of 
Its one hundred and fiftieth anniver- 
sary. Doctor John Edgar Park. Pres- 
ident of Wheaton College, and for 
nineteen years pastor of the church, 
spoke on "Lessons of the Past." and 
Doctor Boynton Merrill, the present 
pastor of tlie church, spoke on "The 
Hopes of the Future.” Rev. Dwight 
Bradley, pastor of the First Church 
in Newton Centre, the mother church, 
offered the prayer, and Charles Edgar 
Swain, a professor in Harvard Uni- 
versity. and a member of the church, 
spoke on “The Duties of the Pres- 
ent." Special music was rendered 
under the leadership of William Les- 
ter Bates, the church organist. 

Among the guests at the service 
were the children of former min- 
isters of the church and their fam- 
ilies, the minister and members of 
the First Church in Newton, the 
minister and members of St. Mary’s 
Episcopal Church. Newton Lower 
Falls: The First Congregational 

Church, Waltham; The First Unitar- 
ian Society, West Newton: the Con- 
gregational Church. Auburndale: the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. Newton- 
ville: the Centenary M. E. Church, 
Auburndale; the Lincoln Park Bap- 
tist Church, West Newton; the Cen- 
tral Church, Newtonville: the Church 
of the Messiah. Auburndale; Saint 
John’s Episcopal Church, Newton- 
ville. 

The anniversary celebration recalls 
to the community the circumstances 
attending the founding of the society 
in October. 1781, the day after Corn- 
wallis surrendered at Yorktown. and 
before the news could possibly have 
reached the Massachusetts colony. 
After prolonged discussion and argu- 
ment. the petition of the Congrega- 
tionalists living in the western part 
of the town was granted by the moth- 
er church in Newton. The boundary 
between the two parishes was estab- 
lished running from the Watertown 
bridge to Echo bridge, giving the 
West Newton parish Nonantum. most 
of Newtonville, West Newton. Au- 
burndale. Lower Falls and Waban. 

In spite of its extent of territory', 
the membership of the parish was 
not large. One writer affirms that 
there were but four houses in West 
Newton at the time and but fifteen 
dwellings within an area two miles 
square. South and west were wood- 
ed hills and rocky pastures and to 
the north and east were tilled farms 
reaching to the river. 

It is also of interest at this time 
to recall that the First Congrega- 


tional Church in Newton Centre had 
been organized in 1664, one hundred 
and seventeen years earlier. The 
First Church was mothered by the 
Congregational Church in Cambridge, 
which originally embraced all the ter- 
ritory hereabouts. 

The present Second Congregational 
Church in West Newton with its 
beautiful building, its strong organi- 
zation and its contribution to the spir- 
itual and cultural life of the com- 
munity. certainly justifies the vision 
of its founders one hundred and fifty 
years ago.

The reason 
for the Newton mentor’s attitude is 
partially due to the let down shown 
by the Newton squad in its past two 
games. Following the Everett game 
it seems to be a yearly occurrence for 
the orange and black outfit to let down 
for a couple of games before start- 
ing the drive down the home stretch, 
This year has been no exception. The 
regulars went into the game with 
Quincy at the beginning of the second 
half and although scoring twice, did 
not look as good as the second team 
did in the first half. Last Saturday 
at Somerville the Newton first string 
with but few exceptions did not tackle 
or block as effectively as in their ear- 
ly season games. Unless the regulars 
show a reversal of form this week the 
reserves will probably see plenty of 
action. 

Another reason compelling a belief 
in a hard fought game Is the fact that 
there are more injuries among the 
Newton players nt present than at any 
time previous this season. Fred Per- 
kins’ ankle, which kept him out of 
the Somerville game, is rounding into 
shape very slowly and it is possible 
that he may not get into tomorrow’s 
game. His forward pass catching abil- 
ity was sorely missed last week. A1 
Carvelli. second string quarterback, 
is out for two weeks or more through 
a hip injury in practice on Monday. 
Several others are nursing minor 
bruises and their starting status is 
in question. 

On Monday the squad went through a 
light signal practice session and work- 
out but were given a layoff on Tuesday 
because of a faculty meeting. A stiff 
scrimmage session was held on Wed- 
nesday despite the showery weather 
and another yesterday afternoon in the 
mud and rain. Although Woburn High 
provides more or less of a breathing 
space in the local schedule prior to 
the drive down the home stretch 
towards the final three games with 
Rindge. Waltham and Brookline and 
although Newton is the favorite tomor- 
row the game will not be one-sided by 
any means. Woburn has not been a 
set-up for any of its opponents this 
season. In fact it has lost but two of 
six games. It scored victories over 
Peabody, 2 to 0. Lexington 12 to 0, 
Keith Academy 2 to 0, and Arlington 
13 to 0. Revere defeated Woburn 6 
to 0 and Wakefield earned a 14 to 0 
verdict. 

Using comparative scores as a basis 
Newton is a 6 to 0 or a 14 to 0 
choice. Everett defeated both New- 
ton and Revere by a 7 to 6 score and 
Revere defeated Woburn by 6 to 0. 
This comparison makes Newton a 6 to 0 
favorite against Woburn. On the other 
hand Woburn defeated Arlington last 
Saturday by a 13 to 0 score and New- 
ton opened its season against Arling- 
ton with a 27 to 0 margin which 
makes Newton a 14 to 0 favorite over 
Woburn. A third comparison takes in 
Somerville. Woburn defeated Keith 
Academy, 2 to 0 and the latter was 
beaten 18 to 0 by Somerville, making 
Somerville 16 points better than Wo- 
burn. Somerville topped Newton by 7 
points last Saturday making Newton 9 
points better than Woburn. With these 
three games as a basis Newton should 
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win by one or two touchdowns.

NEWTON LOSES TO 
DEFENDING CHAMPS 
IN LEAGUE GAME 

Failing to atop the speedy Billy 
Chesterfield. Somerville ace, In the an- 
nual Newton-Somervllle Suburban 
league game at Dllboy Field, Somer- 
ville. last Saturday cost the orange 
and black its first league defeat of 
the season and Its second in flvo 
games. It was Somerville’s second 
league victory. Throughout the first 
half Newton forced the issue to keep 
the hall in Somerville territory. Al- 
though the Dickerman coached eleven 
outrushed the Newton team all of its 
hall-carrying was done on its own side 
of the 50-yard line. At the beginning 
of the second half the 1930 cham- 
pions almost tucked the game away 
when Chesterfield ran back the kick- 
off 7t yards only to stumble and fall 
on the Newton 14-yard line. Before 
he could regain his feet to score, Ke- 
vorkian, Newton tackle, had pinned him 
to the ground. Newton kicked out of 
dangor to stave ofT a touchdown but 
Somerville immediately responded 
with a short pass from quarterback 
Donoghue to Chesterfield. The puss 
traveled hut about five yards but per- 
fect interference allowed Chesterfield 
to race thirty-five yards for the only 
touchdown of the game.

Newton’s best opportunity came at 
the close of the first session when a 
march to the Somerville 30-yard line 
was abruptly ended by a fumble which 
Plummer, Somerville centre, recov- 
ered.

ROTARY CLUB 


District Governor "Jerry” Wood was 
the guest speaker at the regular 
meeting of the Newton Rotary Club 
at the Woodland Golf Club on Mon- 
day. His subject was "Rotary — World 
Wide and Its Future.” He pictured 
the rapid growth of Rotary through- 
out the world from 35 countries to 68 
countries in the past few years which 
is remarkable under the present 
world wide economic conditions. A 
few years ago James W. Davidson of 
the Calgary Club was chosen as an 
international commissioner. Constan- 
tinople was his first objective and af- 
ter spending some time there was 
forced to give up his efforts to or- 
ganize a club in that city when un- 
able to convince the Prime Minister 
that Rotary International had noth- 
ing to do with the Nationalist move- 
ment of Russia. In Athens he was 
successful despite party differences 
which threatened for a time to cause 
trouble. From Greece he went to 
Egypt, Jerusalem, Persia, Arabia and 
Southeastern Asia. Clubs were 
established in Cairo and Alexandria 
but he found the people of Persia and 
Arabia of such a nomadic type that 
successful clubs could not be founded. 
Mr. Davidson spent two years in 
southeastern Asia where he was high- 
ly successful as well as in the Orient. 
He later went to Australia and New 
Zealand prior to returning to 
America in a broken down condition 
due to his strenuous efforts and the 
handicaps of fever, auto accidents and 
the like. Among the difficulties en- 
countered were excessive heat, racial 
differences, lack of suitable luncheon 
and meeting places, and classifica- 
tions. Often members were classed 
by races instead of businesses. In 
Peiping there were three hardware 
dealers as members of the club, an 
American, a Chinaman and a Jap. 
Neither was a competitor of the other 
in that each traded with those of his 
race. 

Governor Wood referred to the 
Vienna convention and of the prob- 
able adoption of English as the uni- 
versal language. He told of various 
ways in which Rotary has aided in 
clearing up international differences 
and of the great future in store for 
Rotary in promoting world under- 
standing.

Traffic conditions at Newton Cor- 
ner. which had been in bad shape 
for a couple of weeks due to the clos- 
ing of Washington street at Peabody 
street, and the closing of Pearl St. 
to west bound traffic, were consider- 
ably improved last Saturday when 
two temporary bridges over the big 
trench in Washington street were com- 
pleted and that street again opened to 
traffic. The bridges were built fol- 
lowing a conference on the preceding 
Tuesday between city officials nnd En- 
gineer Foss of the Metropolitan Water 
Commission. 

Had the business men of West New- 
ton. Newtonvllle and Newton Corner 
anticipated the length of time the 
work on the big water-main would 
have seriously interfered with their 
business activities, it is safe to assume 
that measures would have been taken 
to greatly lessen this handicap. When 
the interference with business and traf- 
fic at West Newton became serious, 
complaint was made by an otficiul of 
this city to one of t lie engineers on 
the job and the latter evinced the 
uppish attitude that t lie Metropolitan 
Water Commission had assumed con- 
trol over Washington street, could 
close the street completely to vehicu- 
lar traffic if it so desired, and that 
was that. The editor of the GRAPHIC, 
doubting that the State, through the 
Metropolitan Water Commission, could 
assume such a high-handed attitude, 
did a little investigating and found in 
Chapter 375 of the Revised Acts of 
1926. a section which reads that the 
Metropolitan Water Commission can 
not unnecessarily interfere with traf- 
fic in the laving of pipes and must 
onform to reasonable regulations 
passed by cities and towns. At the 
meeting of the Newton Board of Al- 
dermen on October 19 this section of 
the Revised Acts was referred to by 
the writer and the City Solicitor asked 
if it does not affect the condition 
which has been in effect in this city 
An affirmative answer was received. 

The attitude displayed by the State 
employee who didn’t show a disposi- 
tion to help business men and citi- 
zens of Newton, is typical of some 
persons holding public positions. They 
forget they are employed by the peo- 
ple and paid by the people. We don’t 
expect them to he regarded as pub- 
lic servants, but they should not con- 
sider themselves little Czars. The bus- 
iness men of the Newtons, in common 
with business men everywhere, are 
having a tough time these days and 
need all the co-operation they can re- 
ceive. Had things been better planned 
the business sections at West New- 
ton. Newtonvllle and Newton Corner 
would not have been blocked for 
weeks by big pipes. These pipes 
should have been stored elsewhere 
until needed, even if such storage 
cost the contractors money. The Met- 
ropolitan Water Commission had con- 
sidered laying the big main along Wa- 
tertown street. One reason why Wash- 
ington street was selected was be- 
cause tlie State would not be put to 
the expense of paying for the resur- 
facing of the street when the pipes 
were laid along the line of the aban- 
doned tracks of the Middlesex & Bos- 
ton Street Railway. Just because the 
Metropolitan Water Commission want- 
ed to save money, is no reason why 
business men in this city should be 
made to lose money; especially in 
such times as these. 


Thomas J. McCue, the contractor 
who laid the big water main between 
Newtonvllle and Newton, has practi- 
cally completed the refilling of the 
big trench along Washington street. 
But. the C. & R. Company which has 
been doing the work on the water 
mam between West Newton and 
Newtonvllle still has a long stretch 
of open trench along Washington 
street. Newtonville, despite the fact 
that this company started work some 
time before Mr. McCue commenced. 
Newtonville people are wondering if 
the trench will remain unfilled until 
snow comes; to add to the undesir- 
able traffic condition on Washington 
street. 


One of the present Board of Aider- 
men who is a candidate for re-elec- 
tion is John Temperley of Newton 
Upper Falls, who has represented 
Ward 5 as one of its Aldermen-at- 
Large for the past four years. It has 
been the privilege of the writer to 
have served as a member of the 
Board of Aldermen during these 
years with Mr. Temperley, and with- 
out disparaging the other members 
of the Board, we state without reser- 
vation, that in our humble opinion, he 
is the most independent, conscienti- 
ous member of that Board. It will lie 
decidedly for the advantage of the 
City of Newton, its citizens and tax- 
payers to re-elect Mr. Temperley for 
another tw r o years. He is needed on 
the Board. 

There has been considerable talk 
about a determined attempt which 
will he made to defeat Mr. Temper- 
ley. This talk has emanated from per- 
sons who have persistently sought 
special privileges -and who will con- 
tinue to seek such privileges. Mr. 
Temperley has not always voted the 
way these persons desired. He can 
be depended upon to vote against ex- 
ploitation of this city by those who 
would lower the bars on zoning, or 
who seek permits und licenses of va- 
rious kinds. He lias always worked 
for the interest of the city as a whole 
and not for thut of individuals.

Radio and Repose 

From physicians who write syndi- 
cated articles for daily newspapers 
and from other deep wells of medical 
knowledge I have learned that slumber 
obtained before midnight is of far 
greater value than sleep enjoyed at 
other times. 1 do not desire to dis- 
pute tlie fact — if such it lie — and as 
far as personal experience is con- 
cerned sleep at such hours ns I can 
get it is desirable and welcome. Rut 
if it is true that we should tumble in 
ns much before midnight as possible 
in order to get the best brand of 
sleep on the market, what about this 
new rndio ordinance for Newton? 

How come those people who think 
highly of their before-midnight hours 
of repose to have been slighted? As 
I read it. and I am not very accom- 
plished at interpreting legal phrase- 
ology. one must sit up until midnight 
in order to get the benefit of this lat- 
est local law. People who follow the 
advice of journalistic health counsel- 
lors appear to he out of luck. If they 
haven’t done it as yet they might 
send marked copies of articles by 
their favorite physician-authors to 
members of the Board of Aldermen. 

It seems too bad that the radio 
should have come to be classed as a 
potential nuisance. It’s all very well 
to grumble and even cuss about the 
incessant operation of a loud-speaker, 
but when it gets to to a stage that 
justifies tlie presence of the police 
music loses its charm and the savage 
breast heaves with indignation. I sup- 
pose Newton’s effort to restrain radio 
addicts or at least compel them to 
he considerate of their neighbors will 
have tlie deisred results. It would be 
a pity to have a dancing party in Los 
Angeles interrupted at 2 a. m. by a 
Newton policeman. The great stretch 
of country between would make no 
difference as the officer would become 
a sort of long-distance cop. 

We have not as yet reached that 
Uptopian state wherein a city ordin- 
ance has only to be promulgated to 
have its provisions immediately 
obeyed. There will probably he some 
violations. The police, however, will 
no doubt serve warning before taking 
drastic steps. If, however, there are 
radio owners who have become so 
confirmed in their habits that they 
must have air programs all night long, 
tlie law must not falter on its course. 

I do not believe the punishment im- 
posed wil ibe as cruel as the circum- 
stances of the offence, for we have in 
Newton merciful judges who will al- 
ways consider a plea of insanity. 

Something’s Wrong Here 

The weight of this column has al- 
ways been thrown — insofar as it lias 
gone in for weight-throwing — on the 
side of fair play for the motorist. So 
many “drives” and reform campaigns 
engineered by self-appointed protec- 
tors of the public safety have held 
the offending motorist up to scorn 
or so near it as to expose him to a 
scorching, that it seemed lie needed 
a friend. I am now ready to go on 
record, providing there is room, as be- 
lieving that the motorist may well im- 
prove his manners. 

With the earlier arrival of the 
shades of night — due to absence of 
daylight saving time, tlie period of 
the year, etc. — I find myself making 
for home about the time tlie last of 
the rush-hour crowd has left the city. 
This, if you are a stickler for de- 
tails. is somewhat after 6 p. m. The 
hour is important as the traffic po- 
licemen on many posts call it a day 
then and there is no human guard at 
the crossing. What has disturbed me 
is the fact that automobile drivers, 
or a number of them, feel privileged 
after the policeman leaves to ignore 
all traffic signals. These offenders pay 
not the slightest heed to the lights but 
shoot ahead. A group of us had a 
narrow escape from getting humped 
when we accepted the red and yellow 
glow as O K for pedestrians and found 
that several motorists thought other- 
wise. We leaped for the curbing and 
got there just before the cars shot 
across. 

However, this was not an isolated 
case. More than once, late in the 
evening. I have seen drivers pay not 
the slightest attention to traffic sig- 
nals. Officials to whom l told my 
story said, “That’s nothing* there are 
drivers who wouldn’t observe a single 
rule or traffic if the cops weren’t 
there.” 

It may be that this man was a tri- 
fle severe and yet I am disposed to 
think thut he is just and 1 am too 
easy-going. If the figures at tlie State 
Registry of Motor Vehicles, which set 
forth numerous offences of motorists, 
mean anything they are not so cred- 
itable to drivers. Apparently there 
are hundreds and hundreds who each 
week try to get away with all sorts 
of minor infractions of the statutes. 
For every one of these apprehended 
there are probably a half-dozen at 
leust who elude tlie clutches of the 
luw. All of which makes my job of 
presiding justice u difficult one.

celebrate but possibly the originator 
of the idea could help. He is a Penn- 
sylvania Congressman who believes 
that there should he a nation-wide ob- 
servance of July 26. 1932, as “Postal 
Day” in commemoration of the crea- 
tion of the Federal Postal Service by 
the Continental Congress on July 26, 
1775. with Benjamin Franklin as Post- 
master General. 

The George Washington Bicenten- 
nial Commission is in receipt of a let- 
ter from Congressman Kelly of Edge- 
wood. Pa., who says. “Let me make 
a suggestion. July 26 is the birthday 
of the United States Postal Service, 
since on that day in 1775 the 
Continental Congress ordered its es- 
tablishment with Benjamin Franklin 
as Postmaster General. The com- 
memoration of that day in 1932 would 
bring the entire postal service into the 
celebration and meetings would be 
held in many cities, with the postof- 
flee in charge. 

“George Washington named the first 
Postmaster General under tlie consti- 
tution and was intensely interested in 
its development. His connection Avith 
the postal service in tlie Revolutionary 
period and during his administration 
makes a fascinating part of tlie Na- 
tional records.” 

There, I have given you the benefit 
of something that has come to me 
from Washington — the city, I mean. 
You may he one of those who look 
ahead and if you are there is a chance 
that you have hooked your time for 
July 26 of next year. In that case 
you may be compelled to rearrange 
your plans. But if you haven’t any- 
thing on for that day I’d be glad to 
meet you at the postofflee sometime 
before then and talk it over.
